of operation. In addition, persons while taking test drives of vessels for sale 
when accompanied by a licensed vessel dealer, shall be exempt during said 
drive from said certification.”

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish the “Alabama Boating Safety Reform Act of 1994”; 
to amend Section 32-5A-191, Code of Alabama 1975, to prohibit the op- 
eration of a vessel and certain other marine devices while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or controlled substances, and to provide for certain fines 
and penalties, parallel to the fines, penalties, and punishment for operating 
a motor vehicle on the public highways under the influence; to provide for 
powers of arrest without warrant of certain persons at the scene of boating 
accidents; to amend Section 32-5 A-192, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide 
for the crime of homicide by vessel, and to provide for certain fines and 
penalties; to regulate the use of personal watercraft on the waters of this 
state and to provide for certain penalties; to provide for and require a boater 
safety certification and examination, and provide certain fees to cover the 
cost, collection, and reporting; to provide for certain reciprocal agreements; 
to provide authority to promulgate certain rules, and for certain penalties 
and fines for violations, including misdemeanor and felony punishment; to 
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provide for and require certain personal flotation devices for all persons 
eight years and under, and penalties for violations; to amend Section 33-5- 
26 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to further regulate the towing of certain 
persons and to require certain observers or mirrors while towing certain 
persons, and to provide for penalties for violations; to prohibit reckless and 
careless operation of vessels, to require compliance with certain rules, and 
to provide for penalties for violations; to prohibit the obstruction of view of 
a vessel operator and to provide for penalties for violations; to require an 
emergency cut-off switch for certain vessels, and to provide other safety 
equipment for vessels; to provide for the establishment of speed restric- 
tions; to prohibit mooring to or damaging certain signs and markers; to 
provide for the renewal, cancellation, suspension, and revocation of boater 
safety certifications and of vessel operating privileges, and for procedures 
to administer and implement penalties for violations; to provide for certain 
exceptions; to authorize the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural 
Resources to issue and enforce certain rules and regulations necessary to 
implement this act; to provide generally for criminal penalties, misdemean- 
ors, and felonies for violations of this act; to provide for certain boating 
safety education in schools; and to repeal Section 33-5-24, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, and other laws to the extent of a conflict with this act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be designated as the “Alabama Boating 
Safety Reform Act of 1994.” 


Section 2. Section 32-5A-191, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is amended to read as follows: 


“§32-5A-191. 
“(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of any 
vehicle or 1, or manipul water ski 1 ran r 
marine transportation device on the waters of this state, as the waters are 
fined in ion 33-5- de of Alabama 1975, while: 


“(1) There is 0.10 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his the 
bloods, 


“(2) Under the influence of alcohol+, 


“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which 
renders him the person incapable of safely drivings, 


“(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled sub- 
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stance to a degree which renders himt the person incapable of safely driving: 
or. 


“(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the men- 
tal or physical faculties of sweh the person to a degree which renders hint 


the person incapable of safely driving. 


“(b) The fact that any person charged with violating this section is 
or has been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall not 
constitute a defense against any charge of violating this section. 


“(c) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more than 
one year, or by fine of not less than $256-60 two hundred fifty dollars 
($250) nor more than $4,800-80 one thousand dollars ($1,000), or by both 
sweh fine and imprisonment. In addition, on a first conviction, the director 
of public safety, in the case of a motor vehicle or the Commissioner of 

nservation Natural R rces in f a vessel or other devi 

described herein, shall suspend the driving or vessel operating privilege or 
driver’s license or boater safety certification of the person so convicted for 
a period of 90 days. First time offenders convicted of driving or operating a 
yessel while under the influence of alcohol shall also be required to com- 
plete a DUI court referral program approved by the state administrative 
office of courts. Neither reckless driving, reckless or careless operation of a 
vessel, nor any other traffic or boating or water safety infraction is a lesser 
included offense under a charge of driving a motor vehicle or operating a 
vessel while under the influence of alcohol or controlled substances. 


“(d) On a second conviction within a five-year period, the person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $560-06 five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than $2;500-66 two 
thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) and by imprisonment, which may 
include hard labor in the county or municipal jail for not more than one 
year. Sat¢ The sentence te shall include a mandatory sentence which is not 
subject to suspension or probation of imprisonment in the county or mu- 
nicipal jail for not less than 48 consecutive hours or community service for 
not less than 20 days. In addition the director of public safety, in the case of 

motor vehicle or the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
in the case of a vessel or other marine device described, shall revoke the 


driving or vessel operating privileges or driver’s license or boater safety 
certification of the person so convicted for a period of one year. 


“(e) On a third or subsequent conviction within a five-year period, 
the person convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $4,060-60 on usand dollars ($1,000) nor more than 
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$5,006.90 five thousand dollars ($5,000) and by imprisonment, which may 
include hard labor, in the county or municipal jail for not less than 60 days 
nor more than one year, to include a minimum of 60 days which shall be 
served in the county or municipal jail and which cannot be probated or

“(f) AH Except as otherwise provided in this act, all fines collected 


for violation of this section resulting from arrests by state officers shall be 


paid into the state general fund; and except as otherwise provided, all fines 


so collected for violations resulting from arrests by county or municipal 
officers shall be disbursed as ts otherwise provided for by law. All fines

“(g) A person who has been arrested for violating the provisions of 
this section shall not be released from jail under bond or otherwise, until 
there is less than the same percent by weight of alcohol in hts the person’s 
blood as specified in subsection (a)(1) hereof. 


“ch) ‘Vessel,’ for ihe purposes of this section, shall mean any vessel

Section 3. Section 32-5A-192, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is amended to read as follows: 


“§32-5A-192. 


“(a) Whoever shall unlawfully and unintentionally cause the death 
of another person while engaged in the violation of any state law or munici- 
pal ordinance applying to the operation or use of a vehicle, or vessel, as 

fined in ion 33-5- de of Alabama 1975, or to the regulation of 
traffic or boating, shall be guilty of homicide when stek the violation is the 
proximate cause of satd the death. 
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“(b) Any person convicted of homicide by vehicle or vessel shall be 
fined not less than $566-06 five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than 
$2,000-00 two thousand dollars ($2,000), or shall be imprisoned for a term 
not less than one year nor more than five years, or may be so fined and so 
imprisoned. All fines collected for violation of this section relating to ves- 


Section 4, (a) As used in this section, “personal watercraft” means 
a vessel which uses an inboard motor powering a water jet pump as its 
primary source of motive power and which is designed to be operated by a 
person sitting, standing, or kneeling on the vessel, rather than the conven- 
tional manner of sitting or standing inside the vessel. 


(b) A person may not operate a personal watercraft on the waters 
of this state, as waters are defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 
1975, unless each person riding on or being towed behind the vessel is 
wearing a personal flotation device approved by the United States Coast 
Guard, as required in Section 22 of this act. 


(c) A person operating a personal watercraft on the waters of this 
state that does not have self circling capability, shall have a lanyard type 
engine cutoff switch and must attach the lanyard to the person, clothing, or 
personal flotation device as is appropriate. 


(d) A personal watercraft shall at all times be operated on the wa- 
ters of this state in a reasonable and prudent manner. Maneuvers which 
endanger life, limb, or property, or create a public nuisance, including, but 
not limited to the following, weaving through congested vessel traffic at 
high speed, jumping the wake of another vessel travelling in the same direc- 
tion in close proximity to the vessel, or crossing at right angles in close 
proximity to the stern of another vessel or when visibility around the other 
vessel is obstructed, or steering a vessel toward any object or person in the 
water and tuming sharply at close range so as to spray the object or person, 
shall all constitute the reckless operation of a vessel, as provided in subdi- 
vision (1) of Section 24 of this act. Any person violating this subsection 
shall be punished upon conviction as provided in Section 24. 


(e) No person under the age of 14 shall operate a personal water- 
craft on the waters of this state, and persons 14 and over may only operate 
personal watercraft on the waters of this state to the extent otherwise per- 
mitted by law. 


(f) It is unlawful for the owner of any personal watercraft or any 
person having charge over or control of a personal watercraft to authorize 
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or knowingly permit these to be operated on the waters of this state by a 
person in violation of this section. 


(g) Any person who violates this section, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in subsection (d), shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, punish- 
able upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code 
of Alabama 1975. All persons so convicted shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100). All fines collected for violation of this section shall 
be paid into the State Water Safety Fund. 


(h) This section does not apply to a performer engaged in a profes- 
sional exhibition or a person participating in a regatta, race, marine parade, 
tournament, or exhibition held in compliance with Section 33-5-27, Code 
of Alabama 1975, and any rules and regulations issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


Section 5. (a) Every person, except those specifically exempted by 
statutory enactment, within five years from the effective date of this act, 
shall procure a boater safety certification before operating a motorized ves- 
sel upon the waters of this state, as defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of 
Alabama 1975. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary herein, an Ala- 
bama resident 16 years of age and older, who has not been previously is- 
sued a boater safety certification, may for a period of thirty (30) days fol- 
lowing the date of sale of the vessel to the person, operate the vessel upon 
the waters provided the following conditions are met: (1) the vessel has 
been registered in the name of the person; and (2) a notarized bill of sale for 
the vessel, indicating that the person is the purchaser and owner of the 
vessel, is in the possession of the person at all times of operation. In addi- 
tion, any person while taking test drives of vessels for sale when accompa- 
nied by a licensed vessel dealer, shall be exempt during the drive from the 
certification. Also, any person who on the effective date who is 12 years of 
age but not yet 14 years of age shall, for purposes of this act, be treated as 
if the person were 14 years of age. Every new resident of the State of 
Alabama, before operating a motorized vessel, shall procure the certifica- 
tion within 30 days after establishing residence in this state. 


(b) Each boater safety certification issued to a person, if issued at 
the same time the person is issued a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or 
leamer license, or valid Alabama nondriver identification card, or if issued 
prior to the expiration date of the driver or learner license or card, shall 
expire on the expiration date of the person’s valid Alabama motor vehicle 
driver or learner license or card. In all other cases, the expiration date of 
each boater safety certification shall be four years from the date of issu- 
ance. 
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(c) Every boater safety certification issued under this act may be 
renewed at the end of the certification period without examination upon 
application. For the purpose of renewal of a boater safety certification, the 
Department of Public Safety shall mail renewal notices to each certification 
holder 30 days after the expiration date if the certification has not been 
renewed. A grace period of 60 days after the expiration date of certification 
shall exist for the purpose of certification renewal and the certification shall 
be valid for this time period. The applicant shall apply for renewal of 
certification anytime during a period beginning 30 days before the expira- 
tion date of the then current certification until one year after the expiration 
date of certification. Failure to make application for renewal within the 
specified time shall result in the applicant being required to take, and suc- 
cessfully pass, a written or oral examination as administered by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. If any person’s birthday is February 29, the first day 
of March following shall be regarded as the birthday for the purposes of 
this section. 


(d) Nonresidents at least 14 years of age who have in their immedi- 
ate possession a valid boater safety certification or vessel operator’s certi- 
fication issued in their home state or country shall be exempt from the re- 
quirements of this section, but under no circumstances shall a person be 
granted any privileges of operation beyond those granted to an Alabama 
resident certification holder of the same age. 


(e) Nonresidents at least 14 years of age whose home state or coun- 
try does not require boater safety certification or the licensing of vessel 
operators shall also be exempt from the requirements of this section for a 
cumulative operation period of not more than 45 days in any calendar year, 
if the vessel so operated is duly registered in the home state or country. 
Otherwise, any nonresidents shall be examined and certified under the same 
terms and conditions as Alabama residents. Nonresidents may be exam- 
ined and obtain certification in any county and the certification shall be 
entitled “Nonresident Alabama Boater Safety Certification,” but under no 
circumstances shall a person be granted any privileges of operation beyond 
those granted to an Alabama resident certification holder of the same age. 


(f) A person operating a vessel pursuant to a valid and legal com- 
mercial activity, shall, during the period of time of that activity only, be 
exempt from the requirement of boater safety certification. Otherwise, the 
person shall be subject to the requirement. 


(g) A person, while using a rental vessel, shall be exempt from the 
certification requirements of this section if the following conditions are met: 


(1) The person rents a vessel from a boat rental business duly li-

censed by the municipality or the county if the following three conditions 
are met: 


a. The rental contract specifies that the lessee has been instructed 
in the proper and safe operation of the vessel by the lessor or the authorized 
agent of the lessor, and 


b. The lessor in fact has complied with the terms of rental contract 
and all parties sign the contract, and 


c. The lessee is not currently under suspension or revocation of 
any boater safety certification or vessel operation privilege in this state. 


Section 6. (a) Every person who applies for a boater safety certifi- 
cation under this act, except as otherwise provided in this subsection, shall 
pay a five dollar ($5) examination fee and be given an examination, either 
written or oral, before applying to the judge of probate or license commis- 
sioner for the issuance of the certification. The person shall first apply to 
either the officer, state trooper, or duly authorized agent of the Director of 
Public Safety, designated by the Director of Public Safety to conduct ex- 
aminations for the county of the applicant’s residence, and a minor shall 
furnish a certified copy of a birth certificate or a certified statement from 
the county superintendent of education in which the applicant resides or the 
superintendent of the school which the person attends, to prove age and 
upon proof shall immediately be examined. Any operator of a boat or vessel 
that is a holder of a current valid United States Coast Guard license issued 
under Section 46, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 10, is exempt from the 
safety certification requirements of Section 5, only while performing tlie 
duties of the operator, including, but not limited to, the following: carrying 
passengers for hire on United States navigable waters; on all towboats greater 
than 26 feet engaged in towing; on any steam propelled vessel; on any sea- 
going vessel greater than 200 gross tons; on any vessel engaged in off-shore 
oil or mineral production; and on all boats or vessels over 200 gross tons. 
Also exempt from the safety certification requirements of Section 5, only 
upon proof of valid documentation and only while performing commercial 
fishing duties, is an operator of a commercial fishing vessel or boat. A 
person holding a valid United States Coast Guard motorboat operator’s 
license, and a person submitting a valid certificate of successful completion 
of any of the following boating courses: (a) United States Power Squadron, 
(b) United States Coast Guard Auxiliary, or (c) any State of Alabama Ma- 
rine Police Division approved boating safety course, shall be exempt from 
the examination requirements for a boater safety certification, but shall be 
subject to all other requirements of this act. 


(b) A person may be examined in a county other than the county 
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designated by the Director of Public Safety by agreement in writing with 
the Director of Public Safety. 


(c) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources shall, 
without the requirement of promulgation of rules and regulations, establish 
from time to time as necessary the kind of examination or test to be given, 
which shall be of similar length and content as the motor vehicle driver 
license examination, and the method and manner of giving the test and as- 
certaining and reporting the results. Reports of all examinations shall be on 
forms provided by the Director of Public Safety and shall show whether or 
not the applicant passed the examination. 


(d) If the applicant passes the examination, a certificate to that 
effect shall be given, on a form provided by the Director of Public Safety by 
the officer, state trooper, or duly authorized agent of the Director of Public 
Safety conducting the test. The person shall present the certificate to the 
judge of probate or license commissioner of the county, together with the 
application for a boater safety certification, and the judge of probate or 
license commissioner shall attach the certificate to the application and for- 
ward it to the Director of Public Safety along with the application at the 
time the application is sent. 


(e) If any person fails to pass the examination given, no certificate 
shall be given and no application for a boater safety certification shall be 
accepted by a judge of probate or license commissioner unless it is accom- 
panied by a certificate showing that the applicant has passed the examina- 
tion. 


(f) The examination fees shall be retained by the Department of 
Public Safety and are appropriated on a continuous basis and shall be uti- 
lized and expended for boating safety or law enforcement purposes and 
shall not revert to the General Fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


Section 7. (a) Unless otherwise provided in this act, upon the in- 
stallation of a system for the issuance of boater safety certifications with 
color photographs of holders, all certifications and renewals issued in this 
State shall be issued in the following manner: 


(1) The person shall apply under oath to the judge of probate or 
license commissioner of the county of residence for the certification or re- 
newal upon a form which shall be provided by the Director of Public Safety. 


(2) Subject to the other provisions of this section, the judge of pro- 
bate or license commissioner shall take a color photograph of the holder, 
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with equipment to be furnished by the Department of Public Safety, to be 
attached to each application. 


(b) It is the legislative intent to implement and maintain a boater 
safety certification program at the lowest possible cost to the citizens of 
Alabama. Consistent with this goal, it is the legislative intent to not require 
payment for boater safety certifications when certifications are obtained at 
the time of issuance of a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner 
license or valid Alabama nondriver identification card, but rather utilize 
one card for those purposes. 


(c) The following requirements shall apply to persons obtaining 
boater safety certifications other than at the time of issuance of their Ala- 
bama motor vehicle driver or learner license or identification card: 


For the purpose of defraying the cost of issuing boater safety certi- 
fications with color photographs of the holder thereon, the judge of probate 
or license commissioner shall collect for each certification the sum of twenty 
dollars ($20) for a four-year certification, and the judge of probate or li- 
cense commissioner shall give the applicant a boater safety certification, 
but validly licensed Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license holders 
or holders of valid Alabama nondriver identification cards, obtaining certi- 
fications prior to the expiration date of an Alabama driver or learner license 
or identification card, shall be issued a temporary certification which shall 
expire on the expiration date of the driver or leamer license or card, the cost 
of which shall be an issuance fee of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50), and 
the fee amount shall be retained by the probate judge and distributed as 
otherwise provided for issuance fees in Section 8. 


(d) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, in the event the ap- 
plicant is, at the time of issuance, also issued a valid Alabama motor ve- 
hicle driver or learner license or valid Alabama nondriver identification 
card, then the applicant shall not be required to pay any additional amount 
for the boater safety certification. 


Section 8. At the close of business on Monday of each week, when 
any application has been received, the judge of probate receiving the appli- 
cation shall prepare a report upon a form which shall be provided by the 
Director of Public Safety. One copy of the report, together with all applica- 
tions received, shall be forwarded to the Director of Public Safety and one 
copy shall be retained by the judge of probate. On the tenth day of every 
month, the judge of probate shall prepare a report showing the number of 
applications received and the amount of fees received during the previous 
calendar month; provided, that the report shall be prepared on the twentieth 
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day in October, November, and December. One copy of the report shall be 
forwarded to the Director of Public Safety, one to the Commissioner of 
Conservation and Natural Resources, one to the State Comptroller, and one 
to the State Treasurer, and the judge of probate shall retain a copy. Except 
as otherwise provided in this act, the judge of probate shall also at that time 
deliver to the state treasurer the amount of all the fees collected, less one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) for each boater safety certification issued, 
which sum shall be retained by him or her. Except in counties where the 
judge of probate is compensated by fees, each one dollar and fifty cents 
($1.50) retained by the judge of probate shall be paid into the Public High- 
way and Traffic Fund of the county. In counties where the judge of probate 
is compensated by fees, two-fifths of each one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) 
retained by the judge of probate shall be for his or her own use, and no other 
or further charge shall be made for services rendered in taking or receiving 
applications or issuing permits. The remaining three-fifths shall be paid 
into the Public Highway and Traffic Fund of the county. This section, pro- 
viding for the allocation of the one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) retained by 
the judge of probate in counties where the judge of probate is compensated 
by fees, shall not repeal any local statutes or general statutes of local appli- 
cation providing for a different allocation of the one dollar and fifty cents 
($1.50). The funds remitted to the state treasurer under this section, shall 
be deposited into the Public Safety Law Enforcement Fund within the State 
Treasury. All money deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the 
Public Safety Law Enforcement Fund shall be expended for law enforce- 
ment purposes and shall be appropriated on a continuous basis and shall 
not revert to the General Fund of the State Treasury. 


Section 9. Each boater safety certification issued by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, except for temporary certifications issued pursuant 
to Section 7, or except special circumstances as determined by the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety, shall bear thereon a distinguishing num- 
ber assigned to the holder and a color photograph of the holder, the name, 
birth date, address, and a description of the holder, who, for the purpose of 
identification and as a condition precedent to the validity of the certifica- 
tion, immediately upon receipt thereof, shall endorse his or her usual or 
regular signature in ink upon the certification in the space provided, unless 
a facsimile of the holder’s signature appears. 


The photo boater safety certification, as provided in Section 7 of 
this act, shall have a photo core that meets the minimum width and length 
dimensions specified in ANSI standards X4.13-1971 and ANSI standard 
CR80, plus or minus 1/4 inch. In addition to all current and existing fees, 
the Department of Public Safety may charge an additional fee to recover the 
cost of obtaining boater safety certifications and terminal support equip- 
ment from the supplier. The fee may not exceed ten cents ($.10) over the 
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actual cost of obtaining the necessary material from the supplier. Revenues 
collected under this section shall be used by the department for the sole 
purpose of this program and any excess shall revert to the state general 
fund at the end of each fiscal year. 


Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, in the event a person is 
issued a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license, or valid 
Alabama nondriver identification card at the same time as issuance of the 
boater safety certification, the certification shall consist of a notification on 
the driver or learner license or the identification card, at no additional cost 
for notification, that the person is also the holder of a boater safety certifi- 
cation. No additional fees shall be collected or retained for the issuance of a 
boater safety certification under these circumstances. 


Section 10. A boater safety certification shall not be issued to the 
following persons: 


(1) Any person less than 16 years of age, except that persons at 
least 14 years of age and less than 16 may be issued a boater safety certifi- 
cation as provided in this act for the operation of vessels not greater in 
length than 16 feet and not greater in horsepower than 65. If certification is 
issued the person shall also be permitted to operate those vessels which a 
person who holds Alabama boater safety certifications and is 16 years old 
and over may operate, provided he or she is accompanied by a parent, grand- 
parent, or his or her legal guardian, or any person 21 years or older, who is 
the holder of a valid Alabama boater safety certification as a vessel opera- 
tor, or when accompanied by a certified boating safety instructor, who is on 
board, is in a position to take, and is physically capable of taking, immedi- 
ate control of the watercraft. The certified persons, upon attaining the age 
of 16, shall be entitled to operate those vessels to the same extent as other 
holders of valid Alabama boater safety certifications who are age 16 or 
over. 


(2) Any person whose vessel operating right or privilege is sus- 
pended. 


(3) Any person whose vessel operating right or privilege is revoked. 


(4) Any person who is an habitual drunkard or addict to the use of 
narcotic drugs. 


(5) Any person adjudged insane or an idiot, imbecile, epileptic, or 
feeble-minded, until restored to competency by judicial judgment, or re- 
leased from a hospital for the insane or feeble-minded, upon certification by 
the superintendent or medical director that the person is competent, and 
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upon certification by the Director of Public Safety or examining officer that 
the person is competent to operate a vessel with safety to persons and prop- 
erty. 


(6) Any person afflicted with or suffering from a physical or men- 
tal disability which, in the opinion of the Director of Public Safety or exam- 
ining officer will prevent the person from exercising reasonable and ordi- 
nary control over a vessel. 


Section 11. (a) Any person with physical disabilities, a record of 
an impairment or regarded as having an impairment, shall be subject to the 
same laws, rules, and regulations set forth by the Department of Public 
Safety and the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources relating 
to the certification of an individual to operate a vessel. 


(b) Notwithstanding any law, rule, or regulation, the Department of 
Public Safety shall not refuse to issue or renew any certification for the 
operation of a vessel on the grounds of physical appearance, speculations, 
or generalizations that the individual’s physical impairment would impede 
that person’s ability to operate a vessel in a safe manner without probable 
cause to believe the person’s ability to operate a vessel in a safe manner is 
in fact impaired. 


(c) If the department refuses to issue a certification or arbitrarily 
questions the person’s abilities, based on physical appearance or speculated 
inability to operate a vessel in a safe manner, the person shall have a right to 
an impartial hearing before the Director of Public Safety or his or her des- 
ignee. At the hearing, the person shall have the right to be represented by 
counsel and to present witnesses including, but not limited to, a physician 
of choice. The person may appeal any decision to the circuit court of com- 
petent jurisdiction for a trial de novo. 


(d) This section shall be interpreted to be consistent with and to 
further the purposes and policies of Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 
1973, as amended, 34 CFR Part 104 and PL. 101-336, The Americans 
with Disabilities Act of 1990, together with implementing regulations, and 
amendments to the laws and regulations. 


Section 12. Every holder of a boater safety certification shall have 
the certification in personal possession at all times when operating a motor- 
ized vessel and shall display the certificate upon demand of a judge of any 
court, a peace officer, state marine police officer, or a state trooper. No 
person charged with violating this section shall be convicted, if the person 
produces in court or in the office of the arresting officer a boater safety 
certification issued prior to the arrest and valid at the time of arrest. 
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Section 13. The Director of Public Safety and Commissioner of 
Conservation and Natural Resources are empowered to enter into recipro- 
cal agreements with other states constituting an exchange of rights or privi- 
leges in the use of boater safety certifications, vessel operator’s certifica- 
tions, or vessel operating privileges, within this state by residents of other 
states. Nothing in this act shall in any way affect the revocation of certifi- 
cations of another state. The reciprocal agreement can be annulled on no- 
tice issued to either party by the other party within 30 days. No agreement 
shall authorize a person who has been a resident of this state for the past 90 
days to operate a motorized vessel in this state without a valid boater safety 
certification issued by the Director of Public Safety of this state. 


Section 14. (a) The Director of Public Safety, upon issuing a boater 
safety certification, shall have authority whenever the holder is impaired 
from a physical disability to impose restrictions suitable to the holder’s 
operating ability with respect to the type of or special mechanical control 
devices required on a vessel which the holder may operate or other restric- 
tions applicable to the holder as the Director of Public Safety or Commis- 
sioner. of Conservation and Natural Resources may determine to be appro- 
priate to assure the safe operation of a vessel by the holder. 


(b) The Director of Public Safety may either issue a special re- 
stricted certification or may set forth restrictions upon the usual certifica- 
tion form in the issuance of certification under subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion. 


(c) The Conservation Commissioner may, upon receiving satisfac- 
tory evidence of any violation of the restrictions of certification subject to 
subsection (a), suspend the certification but the person shall be entitled to a 
hearing aS upon a suspension under Section 29 of this act. 


(d) It shall be a Class C misdemeanor for any person to operate a 
vessel in any manner in violation of the restrictions imposed in a restricted 
certification. Any fines collected for the violation of this section shall be 
deposited into the State Water Safety Fund. 


Section 15. The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources may establish and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations, not 
in conflict with the laws of this state, concerning operation of vessels and 
conceming the enforcement of this act. All fines collected shall be deposited 
into the State Water Safety Fund. Specifically, but not by way of limita- 
tion, the commissioner may establish, by regulation, in addition to all other 
penalties, a point system by which boater safety certifications may be sus- 
pended or revoked, as well as hearing procedures related to the suspension 
or revocation of certifications. Unless otherwise provided by law, the pen- 
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alty for the violation of any rules and regulations promulgated under this 
act shall be a Class C misdemeanor punishable upon conviction as pro- 
vided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. A person 
so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50). 


Section 16. The Director of Public Safety shall file every applica- 
tion for a boater safety certification received by him and shall maintair 
suitable indices. The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
shall also file all accident reports and abstracts of court records of convic- 
tions received under the laws of this state and, in that connection, maintain 
convenient records or make suitable notations in order that an individual 
record of each certification holder showing the convictions of and the acci- 
dents in which the holder has been involved. The record shall be readily 
ascertainable and available for the consideration of the commissioner and 
director upon any application for renewal of certification and at other suit- 
able times. 


Section 17. (a) In the event any boater safety certification issued 
under this act is lost or destroyed, the person may upon payment of a fee of 
five dollars ($5) and upon furnishing proof to the Director of Public Safety 
that the certificate has been lost or destroyed, secure a duplicate. The sec- 
ond and subsequent duplicates applied for will require the payment of a fee 
of fifteen dollars ($15) and, upon furnishing proof to the Director of Public 
Safety that the previously held certification or duplicate has been lost or 
destroyed, secure a duplicate. Application for the duplicate shall be made 
to the Director of Public Safety on forms provided by the official. The fee 
shall be collected by the director, paid into the state treasury and credited to 
the Department of Public Safety. The fee shall be retained by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and is appropriated on a continuous basis and shall 
be utilized and expended for boating safety or law enforcement purposes 
and shall not revert to the General Fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


(b) Any person making a false affidavit to the Director of Public 
Safety for the purpose of obtaining a duplicate certification shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished as pro- 
vided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any 
person so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50). All fines 
collected for the violation of this subsection shall be deposited into the State 
Water Safety Fund. 


(c) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, however, the person 
shall not be required to pay any additional fees for the reissuance of a lost 
or destroyed certification as denoted on any reissued lost or destroyed mo- 
tor vehicle driver license, when the license and a boater safety certification 
were previously issued at the same time. 
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Section 18. Any person whose boater safety certification has been 
cancelled, suspended, or revoked under any provision of Alabama law, by 
the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, or by any court 
of competent jurisdiction shall, upon application for reinstatement of the 
certification, pay to the Director of Public Safety a fee of fifty dollars ($50) 
for each cancellation, suspension, or revocation action. An additional fifty 
dollars ($50) is imposed if the cancelled, suspended, or revoked certifica- 
tion is not voluntarily surrendered within 30 days of a cancellation, suspen- 
sion, or revocation notice. Upon receipt of the reinstatement fee, clearance 
for recertification will be provided. The second and any subsequent clear- 
ance for recertification for this action will be provided for a fee of five 
dollars ($5). Upon reinstatement the holder is required to obtain a duplicate 
certification with a new photograph and current personal data. Fees col- 
lected by the director under this section shall be retained by the Department 
of Public Safety and shall not be returned to the applicant for reinstatement 
of certification, notwithstanding what action the Commissioner of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources may take on the person’s application for re- 
instatement of certification. 


Section 19. (a) Any person of whom a boater safety certification is 
required, who operates a motorized vessel on the waters of this state as the 
terms are defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, without first 
complying with this act, or the rules and regulations promulgated, shall be 
guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, and, upon conviction is punishable as 
provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any 
person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


(b) Any person who willfully makes a false statement under oath, 
in an application or renewal for a boater safety certification, shall be guilty 
of perjury and upon conviction is punishable as provided by law. 


(c) Any person who willfully conceals or withholds a material fact 
called for in an application for or renewal of a boater safety certification 
with intent to obtain certification by fraud shall be guilty of a Class C 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction, is punishable as provided in Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted 
shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50). 


(d) Any person who violates any provision of this act for which no 
fixed punishment is prescribed or who violates any rule or regulation pro- 
mulgated as authorized by this act shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction, is punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined 
not less than fifty dollars ($50). 
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(e) All fines, penalties, or forfeitures imposed and collected under 
this act shall be forwarded immediately by the officer of the court who 
collects them to the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, 
together with a report giving a list and description of each case in which a 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture was collected. The reports shall be on forms 
provided by the commissioner and shall contain information as the commis- 
sioner may require. All moneys received by the commissioner shall be 
covered by him immediately upon receipt into the state treasury to the credit 
of the State Water Safety Fund. Any officer of the court who fails to make 
the reports provided for or who fails to remit any fines, penalties, or forfei- 
tures, as provided by law, and collected under this act in the manner pro- 
vided shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 20. Any person whose boater safety certification or vessel 
operator’s certification issued in this or another state or whose vessel oper- 
ating privilege as a nonresident has been cancelled, suspended, or revoked, 
as provided in this act, and who operates any motorized vessel upon the 
waters of this state while certification or privilege is cancelled, suspended, 
or revoked shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
is punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100). Also, at the discretion of the Commissioner of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources, the person’s certification or privilege may 
be revoked for an additional revocation period of six months. 


Section 21. (a) Every applicant for an original boater safety certi- 
fication shall be required to pay a fee of five dollars ($5) to the Department 
of Public Safety upon applying to the officer, state trooper, or duly autho- 
rized agent of the Director of Public Safety, or to one of them where there is 
more than one designated by the Director of Public Safety, to conduct ex- 
aminations in the county of the applicant’s residence. The five dollar ($5) 
fee shall be required prior to each examination. 


(b) The Department of Public Safety shall issue proper receipts for 
the examination fee. The fees are appropriated on a continuous basis to the 
Department of Public Safety, and shall be retained by the department and 
utilized for boating safety or law enforcement purposes and shall not revert 
to the State General Fund at the end of each fiscal year. 


Section 22. (a) All persons under eight years of age on board any 
vessel or boat of any kind on the waters of this state shall at all times wear 
a United States Coast Guard approved wearable personal flotation device 
of proper size for the person. 
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(b) Any personal flotation devices required in this section shall be 
strapped, snapped, or zippered securely and maintained in good condition 
at all times they are required to be wor. 


(c) Any person who fails to require or permits any person under 
their legal custody or control to fail to comply with, the requirements of this 
section, shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, and upon conviction is 
punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100). 


Section 23. Section 33-5-26, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“§33-5-26. 


“(a) No person shall operate a vessel on any waters of this state for 
towing a person or persons, on water skis, or an aquaplane or simiter an any 
other recreational device, unless there is in sweh the vessel a person, in

“(b) No person shall operate a vessel on any waters of this state 
towing a person or persons on water skis, aquaplane or simriter any other 
recreational device, nor shall any person engage in water skiing, aquaplan- 
ing, or similar activity, at any time between the hours from one-hour-after 
sunset to one-hour-befere sunrise. 


“(c) Fhe-provisions-of subseetions Subsections (a) and (b) of this 
section do not apply to a performer engaged in a professional exhibition or 
a person or persons participating in an official regatta, motorboat race, 
marine parade, tournament, or exhibition. 


“(d) No person except in jump buoys and like objects used nor- 
mally in competitive and recreational skiing shall operate or manipulate 
any vessel, tow rope, or other device by which the direction or location of 
water skis, aquaplane, or stmttar any other recreational device may be af- 
fected or controlled in steh-way-as a manner to cause the water skis, aqua- 
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plane, or simiter other recreational device, or any person thereon, to collide 
with or strike against any object or person. 


“(e) Any person who violates this section shall be guilty of a Class

Section 24, (a) It is unlawful to operate a vessel in a reckless 
manner upon the waters of this state. A person is guilty of the reckless 
operation of a vessel who operates any vessel, or manipulates any water 
skis, aquaplane, or other marine transportation device, upon the waters of 
this state in willful or wanton disregard for the safety of persons or property 
at a speed, or in a manner to endanger, or likely to endanger, life, limb, or 
damage the property of, or injure any person. Any person who violates this 
subsection is guilty of a Class A misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction 
as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. 
Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($150). 


(b) Any person operating a vessel upon the waters of this state shall 
operate the vessel in a reasonable and prudent manner, so as not to endan- 
ger the life, limb, or property of any person. The endangerment of life, 
limb, or property through the negligence, carelessness, or inattention of any 
person operating a vessel on the waters of this state shall constitute careless 
operation. Vessel wake and shoreline wash resulting from the reasonable 
and prudent operation of a vessel shall, absent negligence, not constitute 
damage or endangerment to property. Any person who violates this subsec- 
tion is guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as 
provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any 
person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


(c) Each person operating a vessel upon the waters of this state 
shall comply with all of the rules and regulations of the Marine Police Divi- 
sion of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


(1) A person whose violation of the rules and regulations results in 
a boating accident, but whose violation did not constitute reckless or care- 
less operation of a vessel, is guilty of a Class C misdemeanor punishable 
upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of 
Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall! be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100). 


(2) A person whose violation of the rules and regulations does not 
result in a boating accident and does not constitute reckless or careless 
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operation of a vessel is guilty of a Class C misdemeanor, punishable upon 
conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty 
dollars ($50). 


(d) In addition to all other penalties contained in this section, any 
person convicted of violating this section shall be subject to the revocation 
or suspension of their boating safety certification or vessel operator’s certi- 
fication or vessel operating privileges upon the waters of this state, as pro- 
vided by law and rules and regulations of the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources. 


Section 25. (a) It shall be unlawful for the operator of a vessel, 
when the vessel is operated at or above plane speed, to position or allow the 
positioning of, persons or equipment, including but not limited to, seats, 
coolers, tackle, ski, and tubing devices, in a manner that would obstruct the 
operator’s view to impair, or would otherwise impair, the safe operation of 
the vessel while operating on the waters of this state. Sailboats and auxil- 
iary sailboats are exempt from this section. 


(b) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished as provided by Sec- 
tions 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so con- 
victed shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 26. (a) It shall be unlawful on the waters of this state for 
any person to operate, or give permission to another person to operate, any 
vessel less than 24 feet in length having an open construction and having 
more than 50 horsepower, unless the vessel is equipped with an emergency 
engine or motor shut-off switch. 


(b) The shut-off switch referred to in subsection (a), shall be a 
lanyard-type engine cutoff switch and shall be attached to the person, cloth- 
ing, or personal flotation device of the operator, as is appropriate, and shall 
be constructed and installed in a manner so that when in use, any removal 
of the operator from the normal operating station will result in the immedi- 
ate shut-off of the engine or motor. 


(c) For the purpose of this section, “open construction” means any 
vessel described herein not having a permanently affixed top or cabin. 


(d) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punishable as provided by Sec- 
tions 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so con- 
victed shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 
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Section 27. No person shall under any circumstances operate a 
vessel on the waters of this state in excess of a speed zone established by 
regulation of the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources. 
The commissioner may promulgate rules and regulations establishing speed 
zones, in areas on the waters of this state as deemed hazardous by the com- 
missioner. 


Section 28. (a) Except in case of emergency, no person shall moor 
or fasten a vessel to a lawfully placed aid-to-navigation marker, sign, or 
buoy, regulatory marker, sign, or buoy, or area boundary marker, sign, or 
buoy, placed or executed by any governmental agency. 


(b) No person shall willfully damage, alter, or move a lawfully 
placed aid-to-navigation marker, sign, or buoy, regulatory marker, sign, or 
buoy, or area boundary marker, sign, or buoy. 


(c) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 
and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be 
fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 29. (a) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural 
Resources may cancel any boater safety certification upon determining that 
the holder of the certification was not entitled to the issuance or that the 
holder failed to give the correct or required information in the application 
for certification. Upon cancellation the holder shall surrender the certifica- 
tion cancelled. A holder who refuses to surrender the certification shall be 
guilty of a Class C misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided 
in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(b) The privilege of operating a vessel on the waters of this state, as 
defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, given to a nonresident 
shall be subject to suspension or revocation by the commissioner in like 
manner and for like cause as a boater safety certification for a resident may 
be suspended or revoked. 


(c) The commissioner may, upon receiving a record of the convic- 
tion in this state of a nonresident operator of a vessel of any offense, for- 
ward a certified copy of the record to the boater safety administrator in the 
state where the person was convicted is a resident. 


(d) When a nonresident’s operating privilege or Alabama boater 
safety certification is suspended or revoked, the commissioner may forward 
acertified copy of the record of the action to the boater safety administrator 
in the state where the person resides. 
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(e) The commissioner may suspend or revoke the boater safety cer- 
tification of any resident of this state or the certification or privilege of a 
nonresident to operate a vessel on the waters of this state upon receiving 
notice of the conviction of the person in another state of any offense therein 
which, if committed in this state, would be grounds for the suspension or 
revocation of the boater safety certification of a vessel operator. 


(f) The commissioner may give effect to conduct of a resident in 
another state as is provided by the laws of this state had the conduct oc- 
curred in this state. 


(g) Whenever any person is convicted of any offense for which this 
act makes mandatory the revocation of the certification of the person, the 
court in which the conviction is had shall require the surrender to it of any 
boater safety certification then held by the person convicted and the court 
shall thereupon forward the proof of certification surrendered together with 
a record of the conviction to the commissioner. 


(h) Every court with jurisdiction over offenses committed under 
this act, or any other law of this state, or municipal ordinance adopted by a 
local authority, regulating the operation of vessels on the waters, shall for- 
ward to the commissioner, within 10 days of a record of the conviction of 
any person in the court for a violation of any laws for which the person is 
subject to boater safety certification suspension or revocation, and may 
recommend the suspension of the certification of the person so convicted. 


(i) For the purposes of this section, the term “conviction” shall 
mean a final conviction. Also, for the purposes of this section, an unvacated 
forfeiture of bail or collateral deposited to secure a defendant’s appearance 
in court, a plea of nolo contendere accepted by the court, the payment of a 
fine, a plea of guilty or a finding of guilt of a boating or vessel operation 
violation charge, shall be equivalent to a conviction regardless of whether 
the penalty is rebated, suspended, or probated. 


(j) The commissioner shall forthwith revoke the certification of any 
holder upon receiving a record of the holder’s conviction of any of the fol- 
lowing offenses: 


(1) Manslaughter or homicide by vehicle or vessel resulting from 
the operation of a vessel. 


(2) Any violation of Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, which requires revocation. 


(3) Any offense of any law or regulation for which mandatory re- 
vocation of certification is required upon conviction. 
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(4) Any felony in the commission of which a vessel is used. 


(S) Failure to stop, render aid, or identify the person as required 
under the laws of this state in the event of a boating accident resulting in the 
death or personal injury of another. 


(6) Perjury or the making of a false affidavit or statement under 
oath to the Director of Public Safety or Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources under this act or under any other law or regulation relat- 
ing to the ownership or operation of vessels. 


(7) Conviction upon three charges of reckless or careless operation 
of a vessel committed within a period of 12 months. 


(8) Unauthorized use of a vessel belonging to another, which act 
does not amount to a felony. 


(k) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources may 
suspend the certification of a vessel operator without preliminary hearing 
upon a showing by its records or other sufficient evidence that the operator 
did the following: 


(1) Has committed an offense for which mandatory revocation of 
certification is required upon conviction. 


(2) Has been convicted of any offense under Section 32-5A-191 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for suspension. 


(3) Has been convicted of any offense of any law or regulation 
which provides for suspension. 


(4) Has been convicted with frequency of serious offenses against 
boating or vessel operation laws or regulations governing the movement of 
vessels as to indicate a disrespect for boating or vessel operation laws and 
a disregard for the safety of other persons on the waters of this state. 


(5) Is an habitually reckless, careless, or negligent operator of a 
vessel, established by a record of accidents, or by other evidence. 


(6) Is incompetent to operate a vessel. 
(7) Has permitted an unlawful or fraudulent use of certification. 


(8) Has committed an offense in another state which if committed 
in this state would be grounds for suspension or revocation. 
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(9) Has been convicted of fleeing or attempting to elude a Marine 
Police Officer. 


(10) Has violated a restricted boater safety certification pursuant 
to Section 14 of this act. 


(1) Upon suspending the certification of any person, the Commis- 
sioner of Conservation and Natural Resources shall immediately notify the 
holder in writing and upon request shall afford the person an opportunity 
for a hearing as early as practicable, not to exceed 30 days after receipt of 
the request, in the county where the holder resides or in Montgomery County 
in the case of a nonresident, unless the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources and the holder agree that the hearing may be held in 
some other county. The hearing shall be before the Commissioner of Con- 
servation and Natural Resources or a duly authorized agent. At the hearing 
the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, or duly autho- 
rized agent, may administer oaths and may issue subpoenas for the atten- 
dance of witnesses and the production of relevant books and papers, and 
may require a reexamination of the holder. At the hearing, the Commis- 
sioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, or duly authorized agent, 
shall either rescind its order of suspension or, upon good cause shown, may 
continue, modify, or extend the suspension of the holder or revoke the cer- 
tification. If the certification has been suspended as a result of the holder’s 
operation while under the influence of alcohol, the commissioner or agent 
conducting the hearing shall take into account, among other relevant fac- 
tors, the holder’s successful completion of any duly established waterway 
intoxication seminar, “DUI counterattack course’’, or similar educational 
program designed for problem drinking operators. If the hearing is con- 
ducted by a duly authorized agent instead of by the Commissioner of Con- 
servation and Natural Resources, the action of the agent shall first be ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources prior 
to implementation. 


(m) At the end of the period of suspension, a certification surren- 
dered to the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources under 
subsection (n) shall be returned to the holder. 


(n) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources upon 
cancelling, suspending, or revoking a certification shall require that proof 
of certification be surrendered to and be retained by the Commissioner of 
Conservation and Natural Resources. Any person whose certification has 
been cancelled, suspended, or revoked shall immediately return the certifi- 
cation to the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources. If the 
holder refuses to surrender the certification, the holder shall be guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor punishable as provided by law. 
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(0) Any resident or nonresident whose certification or privilege to 
operate a vessel in this state has been suspended or revoked, as provided in 
this section, shall not operate a vessel in this state under a certification, or 
other approved valid document issued by any other jurisdiction or other- 
wise during the suspension or after revocation until anew Alabama certifi- 
cation or privilege is obtained as permitted under this act. 


(p) Any person denied a certification or whose certification has 
been cancelled, suspended, or revoked by the Commissioner of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources, except where cancellation or revocation is 
mandatory under this act, shall have the right to file a petition within 30 
days for a hearing in the matter in the circuit court in the county wherein the 
person resides, or in the case of cancellation, suspension, or revocation of a 
nonresident’s certification or operating privilege in the county in which the 
main office of the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources is 
located, and the circuit court is vested with jurisdiction for hearing the pe- 
titions for certification. The circuit court shall set the matter for hearing 
upon 30 days’ written notice to the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources and take testimony, examine the facts of the case, and 
determine whether the petitioner is entitled to a certification or is subject to 
suspension, cancellation, or revocation of certification under this section. 


Section 30. A uniformed police officer, state trooper, state law 
enforcement officer, state marine police officer, county sheriff, a deputy, or 
a member of a municipal police force, may arrest, at the scene of a boating 
accident, any operator of a boat or vessel involved in the accident if upon 
personal investigation, including information from eyewitnesses, the officer 
has reasonable grounds to believe that the person, by violating Section 32- 
5A-191, contributed to the accident. The law enforcement officer may ar- 
rest the person without a warrant although the officer did not personally see 
the violation. 


Section 31. For the purposes of this act, the term “vessel” shall be 
as defined by Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 32. The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources may implement and enforce reasonable and necessary rules and 
regulations to enforce this act. 


Section 33, Law enforcement officers while performing their du- 
ties shall be exempt from this act while enforcing the speeding and regula- 
tory laws pursuant to this act. 


Section 34. The State Department of Education shall require a 
segment of the approved driver education curricula to include boating safety 
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in Alabama, beginning with the 1994-95 school year. The boating safety 
curricula shall be approved in writing by the Commissioner of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources and the State Superintendent of Education. 


Section 35. All other laws in conflict with this act are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of their conflict with this act and Section 33-5-24, Code 
of Alabama 1975, are specifically repealed. 


Section 36. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 37. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

If the medical records are 
mailed to the person making the request, reasonable costs shall include the 
actual costs of mailing the medical records. 


(c) A person may charge in addition to the fees allowed in subsec- 
tion (b) of this act the actual cost of reproducing x-rays and other special 
medical records. 


(d) Unless other arrangements for payments are made between the 
requesting party and the person supplying the medical records, the request- 
ing party shall pay the fees charged for reproduction and delivery of the 
medical records prior to delivery of the medical records. 


(e) The provisions of this act shall not apply to records subpoenaed 
by the State Board of Medical Examiners. 


(f) This act shall not affect any fees or costs currently paid by state 
agencies.

To revise the present bail system, by specifically defining the types 
of bond and to establish rules, regulations, and laws to guarantee that all 
persons, regardless of their financial or social status, shall not needlessly be 
detained pending their appearance to answer criminal charges; to establish 
a secure form of property bond; to establish laws that ensure speedy release 
on bond; to establish laws that ensure the payment to the State of Alabama 
and its subdivisions of monies owed from defaults of bond; to expressly 
repeal Act No. 93-677, S. 422, 1993 Regular Session, now appearing as 
Sections 15-13-100 to 15-13-164, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, Sec- 
tions 15-13-61, 15-13-62, 15-13-63, 15-13-81, and 15-13-82, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, and Act No. 93-901, S. 25, 1993 First Special Session; and to 
amend Section 15-13-80, Code of Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


ARTICLE I 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as “The Ala- 
bama Bail Reform Act of 1994.” 


Section 2. Definitions. 


As used in this act, the following words shall have the following 
meanings: 


(1) APPEARANCE BOND. An undertaking to pay to the clerk of 
the circuit, district, or municipal court, for the use of the State of Alabama 
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or the municipality, a specified sum of money upon the failure of a person 
released to comply with its conditions. 


(2) JUDICIAL OFFICER. Any supreme court justice, appellate 
court, circuit court, district court, or municipal court judge or any magis- 
trate of any court in this state. 


(3) ORDER OF BAIL. The order of a judicial officer directing 
that a defendant be released from the custody of a law enforcement agency 
in this state while the charges for which the defendant was arrested are 
pending before the court. An order of bail may include the requirement that 
the defendant post a bond in the manner described in this act or place any 
other condition or restriction on the defendant as the judicial officer may at 
the time of the release deem appropriate to insure the appearance of the 
defendant, and the safety of any alleged victim and potential witnesses. A 
judicial officer ordering the release of a person on any condition may at any 
time amend the order to impose additional or different conditions of release 
pursuant to the procedures provided in this act. 


(4) PERSONAL RECOGNIZANCE. An order of bail releasing a 
defendant without any condition of an undertaking relating to, or a deposit 
of, security. 


(5) PROFESSIONAL BONDING COMPANY. A person, indi- 
vidual proprietor, partnership, corporation, or other entity, other than a pro- 
fessional surety company, that furnishes bond or becomes surety for a per- 
son on an appearance bond and does so or a valuable consideration. 


(6) PROFESSIONAL BONDSMAN. An individual or agent em- 
ployed by a professional surety company or professional bonding company 
to solicit and execute appearance bonds or actively seek bail bond business 
for, or on behalf of, a professional surety company or a professional bond- 
ing company. 


(7) PROFESSIONAL SURETY COMPANY. An insurance com- 
pany, domestic or foreign corporation, or association engaged in the busi- 
ness of insurance, or a surety with a bail line of insurance to which has been 
issued a certificate of authority or certificate of compliance by the Alabama 
Department of Insurance to execute bonds in criminal cases in the State of 
Alabama. 


(8) SECURED APPEARANCE BOND. An appearance bond se- 
cured by deposit with the court clerk of security equal to the full amount 
thereof. 
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(9) SECURITY. Cash, money orders, cashier’s checks or a surety’s 
undertaking, deposited with the clerk to secure an appearance bond. 


(10) SURETY. A person, other than the person released, who ex- 
ecutes an appearance bond and binds himself or herself to pay the amount 
of the appearance bond if the person released fails to comply with its condi- 
tions. 


(11) SURETY’S PROCESS. A certified copy of the bond, con- 
taining language as specified in this act, issued to the surety by a court clerk 
to enable the surety to arrest the defendant. It may be used by the surety or 
his or her agent as authority to arrest the defendant anywhere in this state 
and in any reasonable manner under the circumstances for the purpose of 
securing the defendant’s appearance in court or for the exoneration of an 
order of forfeiture issued against the surety. 


(12) SUMMONS RELEASE. The authority granted within this 
act to a sheriff or chief of police, or their designee, to release a prisoner held 
in their custody without the requirement of an order of bail or undertaking 
of bond. 


Section 3. Bond Amount 


(a) A Circuit, district, or municipal judge may require that the de- 
fendant post a bond where the defendant is charged with a felony, misde- 
meanor, or violation in any amount that the judge deems necessary to insure 
the defendant’s appearance in court. 


(b) All other judicial officials may require that a defendant post a 
bond for a felony, misdemeanor, or violation in an amount as contained 
within the range of the recommended bond schedule adopted by the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama. 


Section 4. Order of Bail to be Affixed to Warrants. 


Judicial officers shall ensure that the amount of bond is affixed to 
any warrants of arrests issued by the judicial officer at the time of their 
issuance for which the defendant is arrested and taken into custody. Judi- 
cial officers may delegate the affixation to employees of the court, but the 
amount shall be set by the judicial officer. The judicial officer may also fix 
the amount of bond on the indictment. 


Section 5. Warrantless Arrests. 


In cases where a defendant is arrested without a warrant for a crimi- 
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nal charge which is bailable and is taken into custody, the arresting officer 
shall, without unnecessary delay, contact a judicial officer for an order of 
bail. If the arresting officer is unable to contact the judicial officer having 
jurisdiction of the case, the arresting officer may contact any judicial of- 
ficer having the authority to set bail. If no judicial officer has issued an 
order of bail within 48 hours of the arrest of defendant, then the bond shall 
be set by operation of law and the amount of bond shall be that amount 
prescribed as the minimum amount established by the bond schedule adopted 
by Supreme Court rule. 


Section 6. Who May Accept and Approve Bond. 


(a) Any judicial officer, sheriff, municipal police chief, or any per- 
son acting under their direction may approve a bond submitted to them by 
the defendant in order to procure his or her release where the bond complies 
with the conditions of bail contained on the warrant, or complies with an 
order of the court having jurisdiction of the defendant. 


(b) Only judicial officers and circuit, district, and municipal court 
clerks or a designee of the court may accept and approve appeal bonds and 
cash bonds. Any person so designated by the court to receive cash bonds 
shall have the written approval of their chief administrative officer. Clerks 
of the courts of Alabama may delegate to their employees the authority to 
accept and approve appeal bonds and cash bonds. 


(c) Sheriffs and chiefs of police having custody of a defendant may 
accept, take, and approve property, professional surety bond, or a cash 
bond if approved by a person designated pursuant to subsection (b) of this 
section. 


Section 7. Bail as a Matter of Right. 


All sheriffs and police chiefs of this state shall ensure that they or 
one of their officers are available to approve and accept bond 24 hours each 
day, seven days a week, except during the hours the clerks of the courts 
provide personnel for bond acceptance and approval. 


Section 8. Professional Bondsmen - Right to Interview. 


Sheriffs, chiefs of police, jailers, or other law enforcement officers 
having custody of defendants who have had bail set, shall, upon the request 
of the defendant or upon request of a professional bondsman, make the 
same provisions for a place of privacy, if any, as provided to attomeys, for 
the defendant to be interviewed by a professional bondsman. 
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ARTICLE II 
BOND FORMS - ENTRY AND RETURN 


Section 9. Bond Forms. 


The Administrative Director of Courts shall prescribe the different 
forms used for bail bonds and shall publish the forms in the Unified Judicial 
System Forms Manual. 


ARTICLE III 
EFFECT OF UNDERTAKING AND DISCHARGE OF BOND 


Section 10. Effect of Undertaking: To What Extent Binds Parties 
Thereto. 


The undertaking of bond binds the parties thereto, jointly and sev- 
erally, for the appearance of the defendant in court on the day fixed in the 
bond, from day to day of the session, and from day to day of each session 
thereafter, until the defendant is discharged by law, and if the trial is re- 
moved to another county, for the appearance of the defendant from day to 
day of each session of the court to which the defendant is removed until 
discharged by law. 


Section 11. Obligation of Sureties Continues During Trial. 
The obligation of the sureties continues throughout every stage of 
the proceedings until discharged by law. The obligation of the sureties is 


also discharged when the court takes any of the following actions: 


(1) Sentences the defendant without regard to the granting or denial 
of probation. 


(2) Grants the prosecutor’s motion to nol pros the case. 

(3) Dismisses the case. 

(4) Issues an order to the defendant to attend a court referral pro- 
gram, mental health counseling, or any similar order, including any order 
concerning deferred prosecution. 

(S) Issues an order of restitution. 


Section 12. Surrender of Principal in Open Court. 


When the defendant is before the court pertaining to the case or 
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cases, the sureties of the bond may surrender the defendant in court by 
notifying the judge that it is their desire to surrender the defendant. The 
notification shall be given in a sufficient time and manner to allow for a 
representative of the sheriff’s office or other law enforcement officer to be 
summoned to the courtroom to take custody of the defendant. The judge 
may release the surety and order the sheriff, or other officer who has the 
duty of taking defendants into custody after conviction, to take custody of 
the defendant. In that event, the surety is not required to produce a surety’s 
process or certified copy of bond to the court. 


Section 13. Authorized Arrest of Defendant by Surety and Exon- 
eration of Bond Prior to Conditional Forfeiture. 


The sureties of bond may, at any time before a conditional forfei- 
ture is entered against them, exonerate themselves by surrendering the de- 
fendant to the jail having the authority of keeping custody of prisoners of 
the court having jurisdiction of defendant’s case. For that purpose, the 
surety may arrest the defendant on a surety’s process at any place in the 
state, or may authorize another person to arrest the defendant by an en- 
dorsement in writing on the process. The surety’s process shall be issued as 
required by this act. 


Section 14. Arrest of Defendant by Surety After Conditional For- 
feiture. 


After the entry of a conditional forfeiture against any surety on an 
undertaking of bail, the surety may arrest the defendant as provided in this 
act, and the arrest and delivery of the defendant to the authorized jail as 
provided in this act within 28 days from service of the conditional forfeiture 
on the surety shall exonerate the surety’s liability in its entirety. If the arrest 
and delivery of the defendant to the authorized jail occurs after 28 days 
from the date of service on the surety, then the arrest and delivery shall not 
exonerate the surety unless, in the judgment of the court, good and suffi- 
cient cause is given for the failure of the defendant to appear at the time the 
conditional judgment was entered. 


Section 15. Bond Not Discharged by Irregularities or by Want of 
Qualifications. 


No bond shall be discharged by reason of the want of qualifications 
required in this act, by reason of there not being the requisite number of 
sureties, by reason of any agreement other than is expressed in the under- 
taking, by reason of the infancy, coverture, lunacy, or any other incapacity 
of any of the parties thereto, because the defendant has not joined in the 
same, or because the bond is not taken and approved by the proper officer 
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where the defendant is released from custody on approval of the bond. 
Section 16. Surety Discharged - Failing to Accept Detainer. 


In all cases where any law enforcement officer who has custody of 
a defendant for which a surety presents to the officer a surety’s process in 
order to place a detainer on the defendant, refuses to accept and place a 
detainer on the defendant or in detainer cases where the defendant is re- 
leased and the surety is not notified or given the opportunity to arrest the 
defendant, the surety shall be exonerated of all liability on the bond, except 
for good cause shown to the court that the surety should remain liable. 


ARTICLE IV 
ARREST BY PRINCIPAL’S SURETIES, PROCEDURE OF ARREST, 
SURETY’S PROCESS 


Section 17. When the Clerk Shall Issue a Surety’s Process. 


Upon the sureties’ request, the clerk of the court having jurisdic- 
tion over the defendant shail issue a surety’s process to them, which shall 
contain the following, or substantially similar, language:

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Section 18. Surety’s Process - Detainer. 


In instances in which the surety or sureties have in their possession 
a surety’s process for the defendant and the surety wishes to place a detainer 
against the defendant with the officer having custody of the defendant, all 
law enforcement officers of the State of Alabama, or its subdivisions, who 
have custody of any defendant, shall accept the surety’s process as a detainer 
and hold the defendant in custody until the case pending against the defen- 
dant in the jurisdiction having custody, has been discharged or until the 
defendant is authorized to be released from custody by other means set out 
by law. Upon discharge or release, the officer having custody shall notify 
the surety that the defendant is ready to be released and the surety shall 
arrest the defendant and return the defendant to the court of jurisdiction. 
After the officer has given the surety notice of the release, the surety shall 
appear before the officer to receive the defendant within 12 hours or the 
defendant shall be released and detainer cancelled. 


Section 19. Presentation of Surety Process and Endorsement. 


(a) The sheriff of any county or chief of police of any municipality 
to which the surety’s process is returnable shall, upon presentation of the 
process along with the defendant, take the defendant into custody and hold 
until further direction from the court or release the defendant on the execu- 
tion of a new bond meeting the conditions of release then imposed by the 
court. 


(b) Upon receipt, the surety’s process shall be endorsed by the sheriff 
or chief of police of any municipality and forwarded to the appropriate 
court as with warrants of arrest. 


Section 20. Return of Surety’s Process. 


(a) Upon the retum of an alias warrant, the clerk of the court shall 
notify any surety holding an unexecuted surety’s process on that case that 
the defendant is in custody and that they are required to return the unexecuted 
process to the court within five days of notification, endorsed thereon “not 
executed” or to execute the surety’s process and deliver it to the officer of 
the law having custody of the defendant. 


(b) Any surety who fails to comply with subsection (a) within the 
prescribed time, may be compelled to make the return by attachment and 
forfeit to the state or municipality fifty dollars ($50). If the penalty is not 
paid within three days, the clerk shall not issue any further process to the 
surety nor shall the surety be allowed to sign as surety on any other bond 
until the penalty has been paid. 
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Section 21. Arrest of Principal by Out-of-State Surety. 


All bondsmen or sureties shall be exempt from having a surety’s 
process in order to arrest a person for which he or she is a surety on bond in 
another state or with the United States government, but he or she shall have 
a certified copy of the bond for which he or she is a surety. 


ARTICLE V 
FORFEITURE - PROCEEDINGS THEREON 


Section 22. Use of and Forfeiture of Cash Bond. 


Upon failure of the defendant to appear, the court may order a 
forfeiture of any cash bond posted on behalf of the defendant. If within 14 
days the forfeiture has not been set aside, any amount so forfeited shall 
become public funds and shall be forwarded in a circuit or district case to 
the State General Fund or in a municipal case to the general fund of the 
municipality. 


Section 23. Proceeding in Forfeiture of Bond - Not Cash - Condi- 
tional Forfeiture Order. 


(a) When a defendant fails to appear in court as required by the 
undertaking of bond, other than cash, and no sufficient excuse has been 
provided to the court prior to the hearing, the court shall order a conditional 
forfeiture and show cause order against the defendant and the sureties of the 
bond. The court shall notify the surety and defendant, at the defendant’s 
last known address, that they are required to respond in writing within 28 
days of the receipt of the notice of conditional forfeiture as to why the 
forfeiture should not be made final. If a written response is filed within the 
time allowed and the court is of the opinion that the written response is 
sufficient, the court shall set aside the conditional forfeiture. If the court is 
of the opinion that the written response is not sufficient, the court shall set 
a hearing to determine whether the bond should be forfeited. The hearing 
shall not be set less than 42 days from the filing of the response by the 
surety. If no written response has been filed after 28 days from the date of 
service of the notice, the court may enter an appropriate order or final judg- 
ment forfeiting all or part of the amount of the bond which shall be enforce- 
able as any civil judgment. The court may take into consideration the cir- 
cumstances provided to the court and continue any final forfeiture hearing 
to another day and time allowing the sureties more time to apprehend the 
defendant. 


(b) When an undertaking of bond is forfeited by the failure of the 
defendant to appear as required, except when money is deposited as cash 
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bond, a conditional judgment shall be rendered by the court in favor of the 
State or its subdivisions, for the use of the proper city, county, or state, 
against the parties to the undertaking for the sum thereon. 


(c) When a conditional judgment is set aside for sufficient cause, 
no cost shall be imposed on the sureties. This provision has no application 
where money is deposited instead of bond. Sureties may appear before the 
courts of this state or its subdivisions to answer any show cause order, 
conditional or final forfeiture, to give any reasons for default, to present 
any defense to the default, and for any other purpose of informing the courts 
about information relating to the appearance or nonappearance of the de- 
fendant on the bond of which they are surety. If the surety is a professional 
surety or professional bail company, then any agent or representative of the 
professional surety or bail company may appear for the same purposes. 


Section 24. Conditional Forfeiture Notice to Defendant and Sure- 
ties. 


Notice of a conditional forfeiture shall be issued by the clerk of the 
court to the defendant and sureties within 28 days of entry of the condi- 
tional forfeiture order. Failure to issue the notice within 28 days from the 
date of the order shall exonerate the sureties on the bond. 


Section 25. Provisions of Sureties Address for Service. 


It shall be the sole responsibility of any defendant or surety on bail 
to notify in writing the clerk of any court to which bail is returnable of the 
proper address for any service or notices and if the address is changed, then 
anew written notice is required by the defendant or sureties. Any address 
provided on the bond form executed by the defendant or sureties shall be the 
written notice to the clerk. 


Section 26. Service of Forfeiture Notice. 


A conditional forfeiture notice may be served in the same manner 
as a Summons in a Civil action, except that service may not be by publica- 
tion. 


Section 27. Returns “Not Found” or, Certified Mail Returned. 


If the notice is not served on any of the parties to the undertaking, 
such other notices as are necessary, may, from time to time be issued, but 
two retums of “not found” by the proper officer are equivalent to personal 
service, unless one of the parties shows evidence that such “not found” 
service was not diligently executed by the officer or the officer did not at- 
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tempt to serve the proper party as prescribed by law. If service was by 
certified mail and is returned without a signature of acceptance, then the 
clerk shall reissue it for personal service and a return of the service “not 
found” by the proper officer is equivalent to personal service. 


Section 28. Setting Aside Conditional Forfeiture. 


(a) The court shall set aside a conditional forfeiture in its entirety 
for the following reasons: 


(1) Incarceration of the defendant in another jurisdiction in or out 
of the state. 


(2) Hospitalization of the defendant at an in-patient facility in or 
out of the state. 


(3) Death of the defendant. 


(b) Upon a showing of any of the above circumstances or for other 
good cause the court may do any of the following: 


(1) Release the surety of his or her obligation. 
(2) Retain the surety and set aside the forfeiture. 


(3) Continue the forfeiture hearing to allow the surety more time to 
procure the defendant’s presence in court. 


Section 29. Remission After Final Judgment of Forfeiture. 


In forfeiture cases where the sureties have paid the amount of the 
forfeiture into the court or in cases where the forfeiture has been made final 
or absolute and there is no further litigation pending on the forfeiture, and 
the surety locates the defendant and causes the return of the defendant to the 
custody of the court where the bond was forfeited, and if the defendant was 
substantially procured by actions of the surety, and the administration of 
justice has not been thwarted nor the successful prosecution of the defen- 
dant has been affected, the court which ordered the forfeiture shall have full 
power and jurisdiction in all proceedings conducted pursuant to this act and 
within a period of 90 days from the date of issuance of any final forfeiture 
judgment, to consider any costs to the state or its subdivisions which re- 
sulted as a cause of the default, if any. Upon giving consideration thereto, 
the court may, in its discretion, remit the whole of the penalty of the bail, or 
undertaking, or any portion thereof, which is in excess of any costs to the 
State or its subdivisions, and render an amended final judgment against the 
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sureties appearing upon the bond or undertaking. In forfeiture cases, if the 
judgment has been paid into the state or municipal general fund, the court 
may issue an order to the custodian of the general fund to make a refund to 
the sureties. 


Section 30. Revocation of Authority to Execute Bond by Clerk. 


In all cases where a conditional forfeiture has been made final by 
any court of the state or any of its subdivisions and there has been no fur- 
ther action or request filed with the court, appeal taken, application to the 
State Pardons and Paroles Board, or any other litigation of which the court 
has knowledge has been filed by the surety with the circuit court within 42 
days, or in the district and municipal courts within 14 days, of the entry of 
final judgment and the same has not been paid to the clerk of the court, then 
the judicial officer, sheriff, chief of police, or their designee shall, when the 
official is aware of the forfeiture, refuse to accept and approve any bonds 
from the surety as being insufficient. 


ARTICLE VI 
SUMMONS RELEASE 


Section 31. Notice of Authorized Bonding Companies - Authority 
of Release. 


(a) After incarceration, the defendant shall be afforded the oppor- 
tunity to make a secured bond before he or she may be released on an 
unsecured bond. The sheriff, chief of police, or their designee, having cus- 
tody of the defendant shall inform him or her of all available methods to 
post a secured bond, including the bonding companies which have qualified 
to do business within the jurisdiction and that the defendant is not required 
to use any particular method, but has an option to use any method available 
which he or she chooses, unless otherwise directed by order of bail. 


(b) Any sheriff or chief of police may release any person or defen- 
dant on a summons release when the defendant is incarcerated in a jail over 
which the sheriff or chief of police has supervision power and when the 
person or defendant is charged with a violation defined in Section 13A-1- 
2(2), Code of Alabama 1975. Sheriffs and chiefs of police may also release 
on a Summons release any person or defendant who is incarcerated in the 
jail for any criminal offense that is a bailable offense, but only when the 
sheriff or chief of police has reason to believe the defendant has a health 
condition which may be dangerous to himself, herself, or to others. Sheriffs 
and chiefs of police may delegate the authority granted in this section to any 
of their deputies, officers, or employees. 
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ARTICLE VII 


Section 32. Right to Release on One’s Personal Recognizance or 
on Bond. 


(a) Any defendant charged with an offense bailable as a matter of 
right may be released pending or during trial on his or her personal recogni- 
zance Or on an appearance bond unless the court or magistrate determines 
that such a release will not reasonably assure the defendant’s appearance as 
required, or that the defendant’s being at large will pose a real and present 
danger to others or to the public at large. If such a determination is made, 
the court may impose the least onerous condition or conditions contained in 
Section 33 that will reasonably assure the defendant’s appearance or that 
will eliminate or minimize the risk of harm to others or to the public at 
large. In making such a determination, the court may take into account the 
following: 


(1) The age, background and family ties, relationships, and cir- 
cumstances of the defendant. 


(2) The defendant’s reputation, character, and health. 


(3) The defendant’s prior criminal record, including prior releases 
on recognizance or on secured appearance bonds, and other pending cases. 


(4) The identity of responsible members of the community who will 
vouch for the defendant’s reliability. 


(5) Violence or lack of violence in the alleged commission of the 
offense. 


(6) The nature of the offense charged, the apparent probability of 
conviction, and the likely sentence, insofar as these factors are relevant to 
the risk of nonappearance. 

(7) The type of weapon used. 


(8) Threats made against victims or witnesses, or both. 


(9) The value of property taken during the alleged commission of 
the offense. 


(10) Whether the property allegedly taken was recovered or not; 
damage or lack of damage to property allegedly taken. 
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(11) Residence of the defendant, including consideration of real 
property, ownership, and length of residence in his or her place or domicile. 


(12) In cases where defendant is charged with a drug offense, evi- 
dence of selling or pusher activity should indicate a substantial increase in 
the amount of bond. 


(13) Consideration of the defendant’s employment status and his- 
tory, the location of defendant’s employment, whether employed in the county 
where the alleged offense occurred, and the defendant’s financial condition. 


(14) Any enhancement statutes related to the charged offense. 


(b) (1) After a defendant has been convicted of an offense for which 
he or she has been sentenced to punishment by death or by life imprison- 
ment or by imprisonment for a term in excess of 20 years, the defendant 
shall not be released. 


(2) Any defendant who has been convicted of an offense for which 
the defendant has been sentenced to a term of imprisonment of 20 years or 
less may be released on appearance bond or on defendant’s personal recog- 
nizance: (i) upon application for release made concurrently with the filing 
of a notice of appeal; or (ii) if an application for probation is made, upon 
application for release made at any time before probation has been granted 
or denied. 


(c) Release shall be denied after conviction and sentencing if the 
trial court has reason to believe that the appearance bond or conditions of 
release will not reasonably assure that the defendant will not flee, that the 
defendant’s being at large poses a real and present danger of harm to any 
other person or to the public at large, or if at the time sentence was ren- 
dered, the defendant filed a notice of appeal and elected to waive release 
and to begin serving sentence. 


Section 33. Conditions of Release. 


(a) Every order of release under this act shall contain the condi- 
tions that the defendant does each of the following: 


(1) Appear to answer and to submit to the orders and process of the 
court having jurisdiction of the case. 


(2) Refrain from committing any criminal offense. 


(3) Not depart from the state without leave of court. 
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(4) Promptly notify the court of any change of address. 


(b) An order of release may include any one or more of the follow- 
ing conditions reasonably necessary to secure a defendant’s appearance: 


(1) Execution of an appearance bond in an amount specified by the 
court, either with or without requiring that the defendant deposit with the 
clerk security in an amount as required by the court. 


(2) Execution of a secured appearance bond. 


(3) Placing the defendant in the custody of a designated person or 
organization agreeing to supervise the defendant. 


(4) Restrictions on the defendant’s travel, associations, or place of 
abode during the period of release. 


(5) Return to custody after specified hours. 


(6) Any other conditions which the court deems reasonably neces- 
sary. 


Section 34. Procedure for Determination of Release Conditions. 


(a) If a defendant has not been released from custody and.is brought 
before a court for initial appearance, a determination of the conditions of 
release shall be made. The judge or magistrate shall issue an order contain- 
ing the conditions of release and shall inform the defendant of the condi- 
tions, the possible consequences of their violation, and that a warrant for 
arrest of the defendant will be issued immediately upon report of a viola- 
tion. 


(b) If the defendant is in custody, the judge or magistrate may, for 
good cause shown, either on its own initiative or on application of either 
party, modify the conditions of release, after first giving the parties an ad- 
equate opportunity to respond to the proposed modification. 


(c) By the second day of each month, the officials having custody 
of defendants who are being held in jail pending trial or on extraordinary 
writs shall provide the presiding judge, the district attorney, and the clerk of 
the circuit court for the county in which the defendant is being held, the 
names of all defendants in their custody, the charge or charges upon which 
they are being held, and the dates they were most recently taken into cus- 
tody. The circuit court shall review the conditions of release for every de- 
fendant who has been in jail for more than 90 days. 
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(d) By the second day of each month, the officials having custody 
of defendants being held in a municipal jail pending trial or on extraordi- 
nary writs shall provide the presiding municipal judge, the city attorney, 
and the municipal court clerk, with the names of all defendants in their 
custody, the charge or charges upon which they are being held, and the 
dates they were most recently taken into custody. The municipal court shall 
review the conditions of release for every defendant who has been in the 
municipal jail for more than 90 days. 


Section 35. Review of conditions; revocation of release. 


(a) Upon motion of the prosecutor stating with particularity the 
facts or circumstances constituting a material breach of the conditions of 
release or stating with particularity that material misrepresentations or 
omissions of fact were made in securing the defendant’s release, the court 
having jurisdiction over the defendant released shall issue an arrest warrant 
to secure the defendant’s presence in court. A copy of the motion shall be 
served with the warrant, and a hearing shall be held on the motion without 
undue delay. 


(b) If, after a hearing on the matters set forth in the motion, the 
court finds that the defendant released has not complied with or has violated 
the conditions of release, or that material misrepresentations or omissions 
of fact were made in securing the defendant’s release, the court may modify 
the conditions or revoke the release. If a ground alleged for revocation or 
the release is that the defendant has violated a condition of release by com- 
mitting a criminal offense, or that there was a misrepresentation or omis- 
sion concerning other charges pending against the defendant released, the 
court may modify the conditions of release or revoke the release, if the court 
finds that there is probable cause, or if there has already been a finding of 
probable cause, to believe that the defendant released committed the other 
offense or offenses charged. 


ARTICLE VIII 
QUALIFICATION FOR PROPERTY BOND 


Section 36. Property of Surety 


(a) The surety shall own property in this state worth the amount of 
the appearance bond or which, when aggregated with other sureties, is worth 
the amount of the appearance bond. The property shall be exclusive of 
property exempt from execution and its value equal to the amount of the 
appearance bond, above and over all liabilities, including the amount of all 
other outstanding appearance bonds entered into by the surety. 
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(b) The surety shall file with an appearance bond a lien and affida- 
vit form to be prescribed by the Administrative Director of Courts pledging 
the property and certifying the following: 


(1) Stating that the surety is not an attorney, judicial official, or 
person authorized to take bail, or if the surety is an attorney, judicial offi- 
cial, or person authorized to take bail, then the affidavit or certification 
shall state the surety’s relationship to the person released. An attorney, judi- 
cial official, or person authorized to accept an appearance bond shall not 
be precluded from being a surety for a member of his or her immediate 
family. For purposes of this section, the term “immediate family” shall be 
limited to include only a spouse; a sibling; a spouse’s sibling; a lineal ances- 
tor or descendant; a lineal ancestor or descendant of a spouse, a sibling, or 
a spouse’s sibling; or a minor or incompetent person dependent upon the 
surety for more than one-half of his or her support. 


(2) Stating that the surety owns property in this state, which prop- 
erty, when aggregated with that of other sureties, is worth the amount of the 
appearance bond, provided, that the property shall be exclusive of property 
exempt from execution and its value equaling the amount of the appearance 
bond is above and over all liabilities, including the amount of all other 
outstanding appearance bonds entered into by the surety, and specifying 
that property and the exemptions and liabilities thereon. 


(3) Specifying the number and amount of other outstanding ap- 
pearance bonds entered into by the surety. 


Section 37. Value of Property Determined by Approving Author- 
ity. 


Any person having the authority to approve and accept property 
bond shall determine the sufficiency of the bond. As to the value of the 
property being pledged, the person may take into consideration any prop- 
erty appraisals, including the appraised value by the tax assessor office of 
the county, or any other documents presented by the owner of the property 
stating a value. The person may request the property owner to produce any 
documents or other forms which in his or her opinion may aid in the deter- 
mination of sufficiency. The person may rely solely on the information 
provided in the affidavit provided by the owner without any verification. 


Section 38. False Information on Property Affidavit. 
Any person or owner of property who willfully or intentionally pro- 


vides false information on a property affidavit, and the information was 
material in the determination by the person having the authority to approve 
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the bond, and the person relied upon the information to make a determina- 
tion of sufficiency of the bail and a defendant was released on the bond, 
shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


Section 39. Property Owners as Surety - Limited. 


A property owner shall not execute or become surety for more than 
four different persons, other than immediate family members, in any 12 
month period unless the property owner qualifies and meets the require- 
ments set out in this act for professional surety or professional bonding 
companies. A property owner who becomes surety on a bond in accor- 
dance with this article may not charge a fee or receive anything of value as 
a consideration thereof. 


Section 40. Filing of Lien in Default Cases - Release. 


(a) Clerks of all courts of the state and its subdivisions may file the 
“lien and affidavit” form in the probate court of the county in which the 
property is located immediately after a final forfeiture is ordered by any 
court of the State of Alabama or its subdivisions. The probate court shall 
file and record it in its real property recordings and there shall be no charge 
to the city or state assessed or collected. 


(b) In all final forfeiture cases of property bond, where the judg- 
ment has been satisfied by the sureties or the court has set aside the final 
forfeiture and the sureties liability has been discharged by law, the clerk of 
the court shall cancel any “lien and affidavit” form previously filed. The 
clerk may cancel it by issuing a cancellation of the lien. The cancellation 
shall be in writing and filed and recorded by the judge of probate of the 
county in which the property is located. The probate court shall not charge 
a filing or recording fee to the city or state. 


(c) The cancellation shall be sufficient if the following language is 
substantially used: 


I, the clerk of the court of. (city) 
county of the State of Alabama hereby cancel the lien so filed 
on (date) and declare the same to be satisfied by payment of the 


same or by operation of law. 


ARTICLE IX 
QUALIFICATION AND REGULATION 


Section 41. Qualifications - Professional Surety Company. 
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No professional surety company shall execute or become surety on 
any appearance bond in this state, unless it has an order granting authoriza- 
tion to become professional surety on any bond. The order granting the 
authorization shall be reissued annually, prior to January 1 of each year, by 
the presiding circuit judge of the county in which the company desires to 
execute bail or appearance bonds. Prior to the judge’s issuance of the origi- 
nal order and no later than December 1 of each year thereafter, professional 
surety companies shall submit annually to the presiding circuit judge the 
following: 


(1) An original or certified copy of a certificate of authority or 
certificate of compliance from the Department of Insurance stating that the 
company is qualified to write a bail line of insurance and that the company 
is in good standing with the department. 


(2) An original qualifying power of attorney issued by the profes- 
sional surety company, specifying any applicable limitations and the names 
of the agents that may execute and bind the company to a bail undertaking. 
The qualifying power of attorney shall not name any company, corporation, 
or other entity as an agent except a person as defined as a professional 
bondsman and that person shall be an agent of the company licensed with 
the Department of Insurance. 


(3) A copy of the license issued by the Department of Insurance of 
each agent who is named in or appointed by the qualifying power of attor- 
ney in subdivision (2) or a letter or other documentation from the depart- 
ment indicating that the appointed agents are temporarily licensed as agents 
of the professional surety company for those lines of insurance. 


(4) An affidavit or certification in writing, under oath, executed by 
a licensed agent of the professional surety company who is the manager or’ 
an owner or president of a corporation, company, partnership, or other en- 
tity that represents the professional surety company, filed with the clerk of 
the circuit court of each county in which the professional surety company 
executes or becomes surety on appearance bonds, stating the following: 


a. That all appearance bonds shall be executed in the name of the 
professional surety company as surety by the agents listed or appointed in 
the qualifying power of attorney presented to the court or any other qualify- 
ing powers of attorney filed with the circuit clerk of the county. 


b. That all agents listed or appointed in the qualifying powers of 
attorney shall be licensed by the Department of Insurance prior to their 
appointments. 
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c. That any agency, company, corporation, or other entity that rep- 
resents the professional surety company in the county, has no owners or 
other persons having a direct or indirect financial interest in the agency, 
company, corporation, or other entity, that have been convicted of a felony 
or a crime involving moral turpitude. If any person having a direct or 
indirect financial interest in the agency, company, corporation, or other en- 
tity has been convicted of a felony or a crime involving moral turpitude, 
then the affidavit or certification shall certify that there has been the convic- 
tion, providing the name of the person convicted, and certify that the person 
convicted has been pardoned or has had a restoration of civil rights. 


d. That the professional surety company has no knowledge of for- 
feitures that have been final in the circuit courts for more than 42 days and 
in the district or municipal courts for more than 14 days of the entry of a 
final forfeiture that have not been paid arising out of surety undertaking, 
and as to which the professional surety company has no petitions, motions, 
or other litigation matters pending. 


e. That no agents of the professional surety company who have the 
authority to execute appearance bonds in its behalf or any person having a 
financial interest, direct or indirect, in the ownership or management of any 
agency, company, corporation, or other entity that represents the profes- 
sional surety company in the execution of appearance bonds, is an attomey, 
a judicial official, a person authorized to accept an appearance bond, or an 
agent of an attomey, judicial official, or person authorized to accept an 
appearance bond. 


f. The names and addresses of all persons, officers, employees, and 
agents of the agency, company, corporation, or other entity that represents 
the professional surety company becoming surety on appearance bonds who 
have a direct or indirect financial interest in the agency, company, corpora- 
tion, or other entity representing the professional surety company and the 
nature and extent of each interest. 


g. That no owner, manager, officer, employee, or agent of the agency, 
company, corporation, or other entity that represents the professional surety 
company has, within a period of two years, violated any provisions of this 
act or any rules adopted by the Supreme Court of Alabama in accordance 
with this act. 


Section 42. Qualifications - Professional Bonding Companies. 
No professional bonding company shall execute or become surety 


on any appearance bond in this state, unless it has an order granting autho- 
rization to become professional surety on any bond. The order granting 
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authorization shall be reissued annually prior to January 1 of each year by 
the presiding circuit judge of the county in which the company desires to 
execute bonds. Prior to the judge’s issuance of the original order and no 
later than December 1 of each year, thereafter, professional bonding com- 
panies shall submit annually to the presiding circuit judge the following: 


(1) An original corporate surety bond or escrow agreement, filed 
and approved by the presiding circuit judge of the county in which the pro- 
fessional bonding company executes or becomes surety on appearance bonds, 
in the amount of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), guaranteeing the 
payment of all sums of money that may become due by virtue of any judg- 
ment absolute that may be rendered against the professional bonding com- 
pany on a forfeiture entered by any court in the county. Corporate surety 
bonds shall be executed only by a surety company authorized to do busi- 
ness in the State of Alabama and qualified to write bonds by the Depart- 
ment of Insurance. The corporate surety bond shall provide that it may be 
cancelled as to any future liability by the corporate surety company or the 
professional bonding company giving 30 days prior written notice of the 
cancellation to the clerk of the circuit court in which the bond or instrument 
was filed. A bank licensed in the State of Alabama shall be a party to all 
escrow agreements, and those agreements shall provide that the agreement 
may be cancelled as to any future liability only by the professional bonding 
company and bank giving 30 days prior written notice of the cancellation to 
the clerk of the circuit court in which the escrow agreement or instrument is 
filed. Once a professional bonding company has filed an original continu- 
ous corporate surety bond or escrow agreement with the circuit clerk and it 
has been approved by the presiding circuit judge, then the professional bond- 
ing company does not have to file any other original continuous corporate 
surety bond or escrow agreement upon annual recertification. The profes- 
sional bonding company shall submit an original certificate from the insur- 
ance company which executed the corporate surety bond stating that it is 
still in force or an original letter from the bank stating the escrow agreement 
is still active and the monies are still held in trust. When any professional 
bonding company is annually recertifying, the circuit clerk shall send the 
original corporate surety bond or original escrow agreement with any can- 
cellations received by the circuit clerk to the presiding circuit judge for 
review and approval. 


(2) An original qualifying power of attorney, letter, or other docu- 
ment issued by the professional bonding company specifying any appli- 
cable limitations and specifying the agents who are authorized to execute 
and bind the professional bonding company to appearance bonds. The quali- 
fying power of attorney, letter, or other document may only name persons 
as agents. 
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(3) An original affidavit or certificate in writing, under oath, ex- 
ecuted by owner or officer of a professional bonding company, to the clerk 
of the circuit court of the-county in which the professional bonding com- 
pany shall execute or become surety on appearance bonds which contains 
the following: 


a. That all appearance bonds shall be executed in the name of the 
professional bonding company as surety by the agents listed or appointed in 
the qualifying power of attorney, letter, or other document presented to the 
court or any other person so named in any future qualifying powers of 
attomey, letters, or documents filed with the circuit clerk of the county. 


b. That the professional bonding company is qualified to do busi- 
ness in this state and its resident address. 


c. That the professional bonding company has sufficient financial 
net worth to satisfy its obligations as a surety. 


d. That no person having a direct or indirect financial interest in the 
professional bonding company has been convicted of a felony or a crime 
involving moral turpitude. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if any person 
having a direct or indirect financial interest in the bonding business has 
been convicted of a felony or crime involving moral turpitude, then the 
person making the certification shall certify that there has been a convic- 
tion, provide the name of the person convicted, and certify that the person 
convicted has been pardoned or has had a restoration of civil rights. 


e. That the professional bonding company has no knowledge of any 
forfeiture that has been made final in the circuit court for more than 42 days 
and the district or municipal courts for more than 14 days of the entry of a 
final judgment which has not been paid arising out of surety undertakings 
and as to which the professional bonding company has no petitions, mo- 
tions, or other litigation matters pending. 


f. That there are no persons, including employees, agents, or per- 
sons with a financial interest in the professional bonding company, who, 
within a period of two years, violated this act, or any rules adopted by the 
Supreme Court governing the qualifications of professional surety or bond- 
ing companies. 


g. That no employee, agent, or any other person having a direct or 
indirect financial interest in the professional bonding company is an attor- 
ney, a judicial official, a person authorized to accept an appearance bond, 
or an agent of an attomey, judicial official, or person authorized to accept 
an appearance bond. 
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h. The names and addresses of all officers, employees, and agents 
of the professional bonding company who have a direct or indirect financial 
interest in the professional bonding company and the nature and extent of 
each interest. 


Section 43. Filing Original Documents - Circuit Clerk. 


Professional surety and professional bonding companies shall file 
all corporate surety bonds, escrow agreements and other original documents 
required pursuant to Article IX with the circuit clerk of the county where 
the professional surety company desires and intends to become surety on 
appearance bonds, and the bonds, escrow agreements, and other documents 
shall be approved by the presiding circuit judge as being sufficient. Any 
surety bonds, escrow agreements, and other documents pertaining or at- 
tached thereto shall be originals only. After the documents are approved, 
the circuit clerk shall take custody of the originals and file them for safe- 
keeping. The documents are public records. 


Section 44. Surety Bond and Escrow Agreements - Forms. 


All corporate surety bonds and escrow agreements shail contain 
essentially the language set out in forms provided and approved by the 
Administrative Director of Courts. Corporate surety bonds presented shall 
have an original qualifying power of attorney from the company attached 
thereto and a certificate of authority or certificate compliance from the 
Department of Insurance reflecting that the corporate surety company is 
qualified to execute surety bonds in Alabama. 


Section 45. Change of Agents. 


A qualified surety or bonding company may add or delete autho- 
rized agents by filing a notification or power of attomey with the circuit 
clerk with which they are qualified, along with a copy of the license issued 
by the Department of Insurance for agents of professional surety compa- 
nies.

Authority to act as a professional surety company or a 
professional bonding company may be revoked or withheld by the court for 
violation of this act or any rule promulgated by the Supreme Court of the 
State of Alabama, in accordance with this act, for failure to submit subpoe- 
naed documents, for failure to answer truthfully all relevant questions asked 
by the court, or in the event the professional surety company or profes- 
sional bonding company has outstanding and unpaid final forfeitures any- 
where, or in any court in the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE X 
MISCELLANEOUS

Any person who becomes surety on any bond for a defendant in

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part 
thereof when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and in accordance with Sections 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“The legislature may from time to time, by general or local laws 
applicable to or operative in Tallapoosa County, fix, regulate, and alter the 
costs and charges of court and the fees, commissions, allowances, and sala- 
ries, including the method and basis of their compensation, charged or re- 
ceived by the judge of probate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, and clerk 
and register of the circuit court of Tallapoosa County; and may place any or 
all of the officers on a salary and provide for the fees, commissions, allow- 
ances, and percentages collectible by the officers paid into the treasury from 
which their salaries are paid. Provided, that no law changing the method or 
basis for compensating the officers shall become effective unless it is ap- 
proved by a majority of the qualified electors of the county who vote thereon 
at a referendum election held for such purpose.” 


Section 2. This amendment shall not become effective unless ap- 
proved at a referendum by a majority of the qualified electors of Tallapoosa 
County voting on the proposition. The referendum shall be held at the same 
time as the election for the ratification of this amendment, as provided for in 
Section 3 of this act, and no further election shall be required. 


Section 3. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held 
at the next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election 
held more than three months after final adjournment of the session of the 
Legislature at which this act is adopted.

The principal of and the 
interest on all bonds shall be payable solely from, and may be secured by a 
pledge of the revenues derived by the regional authority from the operation 
of any or all of its airports, facilities, and other property. The bonds issued 
or contracts entered into by the authority shall not constitute or create an 
obligation or debt of this state or of any county, city, or town within this 
state, or a charge against the credit or taxing powers of this state or of any 
county, city, or town within this state. 


(b) This amendment shall not become effective unless approved at 
a referendum by a majority of the qualified electors of Franklin County 
voting on the proposition. The referendum shall be held at the same time as 
the election for the ratification of this amendment, as provided for in Sec- 
tion 2 of this act, and no further election shall be required. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held 
at the next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election 
held more than three months after final adjournment of the session of the 
Legislature at which this act is adopted.

SECTION 5. In addition to all appropriations made in Sections 3 and 
4 of this Act, there is also hereby appropriated $750,000 for the Economic 
Development Revolving Loan Commission, pursuant to Act 90-650, which 
shall be expended for small business education and training; said appropriation 
shall be conditioned on the availability of funds in the ASETF, the recommen- 
dation of the Director of Finance and the approval of the Governor.

However, if any 
public institution includes freshman and sophomore level course grades 
earned at any other public institution in the computation of a student’s grade 
point average, all freshman and sophomore level course grades earned at all 
public institutions shall be included in the computation. 


Section 3. Nothing in this act shall be interpreted or used in any

tutional rights of the accused. 


Nothing in this amendment or in the enabling statute adopted pur- 
suant to this section shall be construed as creating a cause of action against 
the state or any of its agencies, officials, employees, or political subdivi- 
sions. The Legislature may from time to time enact enabling legislation to 
carry out and implement the provisions of this amendment.

Senator Hale, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
then reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following 
House Joint Resolution and ordered same returned to the Senate with a 
favorable report, to-wit: 


HJR 48. REQUESTING THE ALABAMA ATTORNEY GEN- 
ERAL TO FILE SUIT IN THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
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AGAINST THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT, SPECIFIED U.S. 
GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES, AND THE OFFI- 
CIAL REPRESENTATIVES OF CERTAIN OTHER COUNTRIES AL- 
LEGING VIOLATIONS OF THE CIVIL RIGHTS OF PRISONERS OF 
WAR OR MISSING IN ACTION AND TO DEMAND THAT DOCU- 
MENTS CONCERNING THESE INDIVIDUALS BE RELEASED, AND 
ALSO URGING OTHER STATES TO JOIN IN THIS ACTION. 


WHEREAS, there is continuing controversy conceming the pres- 
ence of American service personnel, who were listed as Prisoners of War or 
Missing in Action, being held against their will in North Korea, China, the 
former Soviet Union, and the Southeast Asian nations of Vietnam, Laos, 
and Kampuchea (formerly Cambodia); and 


WHEREAS, the United States government has stated that all of 
our Prisoners of War have been returned from Vietnam; and 


WHEREAS, a recent top secret Vietnamese report, dating from 
1972, by General Tran Von Kwong, Deputy Chief of Staff for the North 
Vietnamese Army, reported that in September of 1972 Hanoi held 1,205 
American prisoners; and 


WHEREAS, only 591 American Prisoners of War have been re- 
leased under the 1973 Peace Settlement; and 


WHEREAS, Vietnamese nationals who have moved to the United 
States have reported the appearance of American Prisoners of War still 
being held against their will in Southeast Asia; and 


WHEREAS, the President of Russia has stated that the Soviet Union 
took American service personnel during the Vietnam War into Russia and 
that there is no adequate explanation concerning the whereabouts of these 
service personnel; and 


WHEREAS, there are still hundreds of documents in the United 
States Department of Defense that have not been released to the public 
conceming the fate of American service personnel classified as Prisoners of 
War or Missing in Action; and 


WHEREAS, the United States government’s intelligence agencies 
have taken the position of trying to discredit any information concerning the 
existence of American Prisoners of War, instead of demanding a full ac- 
counting from World War II, Korea, Vietnam, Laos, and Kampuchea based 
upon information that has been received; and 
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WHEREAS, there are approximately 20 missing and unaccounted 
for service personnel from World War II, approximately 38 missing and 
unaccounted for service personnel from Korea, and approximately 45 miss- 
ing and unaccounted for service personnel from Southeast Asia from Ala- 
bama; and 


WHEREAS, the United States government has never entered into 
negotiations with the govemment of Laos conceming the release of Ameri- 
can Prisoners of War who were taken prisoner by the communists in Laos 
during the Vietnam War; and 


WHEREAS, the United States government has never entered into 
negotiations with the government of Kampuchea concerning the release of 
American Prisoners of War who were taken prisoner by the communists in 
Kampuchea during the Vietnam War; and 


WHEREAS, the Paris Peace Accord is now twenty years old and 
any national security secrets regarding the technology that was used in the 
war would be outdated, especially considering that military research and 
arms build-up have made most of the technology and methods used in World 
War II, Korea, and the Vietnam War obsolete; and 


WHEREAS, the only reason for secrecy at this time would be to 
cover up the actions of politicians, public officials, and negotiators who 
deliberately abandoned American Prisoners of War after the Vietnam War; 
and 


WHEREAS, any Americans who are still being held against their 
will as a result of World War II, Korea, or the Vietnam War are having their 
inherent and inalienable right to liberty violated; a right endowed by our 
Creator, and guaranteed by the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution of the United States; and 


WHEREAS, Americans cherish the sacred right of liberty, a right 
the founders of our nation pledged to fight for and to protect with their 
lives, their fortunes, and their sacred honor; and 


WHEREAS, the executive branch of the federal government has 
miserably failed to even attempt to negotiate the release of Americans that 
may still be held in Southeast Asia, and is obstructing the discovery of any 
remaining service personnel; and 


WHEREAS, the legislative branch of the federal government has 
also miserably failed to thoroughly investigate and honestly report on this 
tragedy, and, indeed, has even ordered the destruction of staff documents 
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containing staff intelligence reports on this sensitive issue; and 


WHEREAS, the inferior courts of the federal judiciary have not 
granted relief to the American soldiers listed as Prisoners of War or Miss- 
ing in Action; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Supreme Court is the last bastion 
that an American citizen has for redress of grievances and protection of 
Constitutional liberty against an oppressive federal executive and a 
duplicitous federal legislature; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Constitution, in Article ITI, Section 
2, States “In all Cases affecting Ambassadors, other public Ministers and 
Counsel, and those in which a State shall be. a Party, the Supreme Court 
shall have original Jurisdiction”; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Attorney General 
of the State of Alabama is requested, on behalf of the people of the State of 
Alabama, to file in the United States Supreme Court a cause of action against 
the government of the United States, particularly the Department of De- 
fense and the intelligence agencies, and also against the ambassadors or 
other public ministers and consuls of the governments of North Korea, China, 
the former Soviet Union, Vietnam, Laos, and Kampuchea, alleging viola- 
tion of civil rights of the people of Alabama, specifically alleging the viola- 
tion of the right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness of the following 
named citizens of the State of Alabama:

WHEREAS, the inability of the State of Alabama and its cities and 
counties to require out-of-state firms to collect and remit state sales tax 
deprives the citizens of the State of Alabama needed revenue, estimated by 
the Advisory Commission on Intergovernmental Relations at approximately 
$50 million for 1992; and 


WHEREAS, on Thursday, February 3, 1994, United States Sena- 
tor Dale Bumpers introduced to the 103d Congress, 2d Session, legislation 
titled the ““Tax Fairness for Main Street Business Act of 1994” which per- 
mits states to require out-of-state firms to collect and remit state and local 
sales tax; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby express 
the Legislature’s support of S. 1825, the “Tax Faimess for Main Street

Section 1. Sections 22-21-260 and 22-21-263 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, as amended, are amended to read as follows: 


“§22-21-260. 


“As used in this article, the following words and terms, and the 
plurals thereof, shall have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, 
unless otherwise required by their respective context: 


“(1) ACQUISITION. Obtaining the legal equitable title to a free- 
hold or leasehold estate or otherwise obtaining the substantial benefit of 
such titles or estates, whether by purchase, lease, loan or suffrage, gift, 
devise, legacy, settlement of a trust or means whatever, and shall include 
any act of acquisition. The term ‘acquisition’ shall not mean or include any 
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conveyance, or creation of any lien or security interest by mortgage, deed of 
trust, security agreement, or similar financing instrument, nor shall it mean 
or include any transfer of title or rights as a result of the foreclosure, or 
conveyance or transfer in lieu of the foreclosure, of any such mortgage, 
deed of trust, security agreement, or similar financing instrument, nor shall 
it mean or include any gift, devise, legacy, settlement of trust, or other transfer 
of the legal or equitable title of an interest specified herein above by a natu- 
ral person to any member of such person’s immediate family. For the pur- 
poses of this section ‘immediate family’ shall mean the spouse of the grantor 
or transferor and any other person related to the grantor or transferor to the 
fourth degree of kindred as such degrees are computed according to law. 


“(2) APPLICANT. Any person, as defined in this section, who 
files an application for a certificate of need. 


“(3) CAPITAL EXPENDITURE. An expenditure, including a 
force account expenditure (i.e., an expenditure for a construction project 
undertaken by the healthcare facility as its own contractor), which, under 
generally accepted accounting principles, is not properly chargeable as an 
expense of operation and maintenance and which satisfies any of the fol- 
lowing: 


“a. Exceeds $506,000 illi 
($1,500,000) for major medical equipment except for magnetic resonance 
imagi ipment only, which shall be revi ] rdl f xpen- 
diture; $506,600 cight hundred thousand dollars ($800,000) for new an- 
nual operating costs indexed for inflation; $4,500;000 three million two 
hundred thousand dollars ($3,200,000) for any other capital expenditure. 


“b. Changes the bed capacity of the facility with respect to which 
such expenditure is made. 


“c. Substantially changes the health services of the facility with 
respect to which such expenditure is made. 


“(4) CONSTRUCTION. Actual commencement, with bona fide 
intention of completing the construction, or completion of the construction, 
erection, remodeling, relocation, excavation, or fabrication of any real prop- 
erty constituting a facility under this article, and the term ‘construct’ shall 
mean and include any act of construction. ‘Ground breaking ceremony,’ 
‘receipt of bids,’ ‘receipt of quotation’, or similar action that will permit 
unilateral termination without penalty shall not be considered ‘construc- 
tion.’ 


“(5) FIRM COMMITMENT or OBLIGATION. Any of the fol- 
lowing: 
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“a. Any executed, enforceable, unconditional written agreement or 
contract not subject to unilateral cancellation for the acquisition or con- 
struction of a health care facility or purchase of equipment therefor. 


“p. Actual construction of facilities peculiarly adapted to the fur- 
nishing of one or more particular services and with the bona fide intention 
of furnishing such service or services. 


“c. Any executed, unconditional written agreement not subject to 
unilateral cancellation for the bona fide purpose of furnishing one or more 
services. 


“(6) HEALTH CARE FACILITY. General and specialized hospi- 
tals, including tuberculosis, psychiatric, long-term care, and other types of 
hospitals, and related facilities such as, laboratories, out-patient clinics, 
and central service facilities operated in connection with hospitals; skilled 
nursing facilities; intermediate care facilities; skilled or intermediate care 
units operated in veterans’ nursing homes and veterans’ homes, owned or 
operated by the State Department of Veterans Affairs, as these terms are 
described in Chapter 5A (commencing with Section 31-5A-1) of Title 31, 
rehabilitation centers; public health centers; facilities for surgical treatment 
of patients not requiring hospitalization; kidney disease treatment centers, 
including free-standing hemodialysis units; community mental health cen- 
ters and related facilities; alcohol and drug abuse facilities; facilities for the 
developmentally disabled; and home health agencies and health maintenance 
organizations. The term ‘health care facility’ shall not include the offices 
of private physicians or dentists, whether for individual or group practices 
and regardless of ownership, or Christian Science sanatoriums operated or 
listed and certified by the First Church of Christ, Scientist, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, or a veterans’ nursing home or veterans’ home owned or operated 
by the State Department of Veterans Affairs, not to exceed 150 beds to be 
built in Bay Minette, Alabama, and a veterans’ nursing home or veterans’ 
home owned or operated by the State Department of Veterans’ Affairs not 
to exceed 150 beds to be built in Huntsville, Alabama, for which applica- 
tions for federal funds under federal law are being considered by the U. S. 
Department of Veterans Affairs prior to March 18, 1993. 


“(7) HEALTH SERVICE AREA. A geographical area designated 
by the Governor, as being appropriate for effective planning and develop- 
ment of health services. 


“(8) HEALTH SERVICES. Clinically related (i.e., diagnostic, 
curative, or rehabilitative) services, including alcohol, drug abuse, and mental 
health services customarily furnished on either an in-patient or out-patient 
basis by health care facilities, but not including the lawful practice of any 
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profession or vocation conducted independently of a health care facility and 
in accordance with applicable licensing laws of this state. 


“(9) INSTITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICES. Health services 
provided in or through health care facilities or health maintenance organi- 
zations, including the entities in or through which such services are pro- 
vided. 


“(10) MODERNIZATION. The alteration, repair, remodeling, 
replacement, and renovation of existing buildings, including initial equip- 
ment thereof, and the replacement of equipment of existing buildings. 


“(11) PERSON. Any person, firm, partnership, association, joint 
venture, or corporation, the State of Alabama and its political subdivisions 
or parts thereof, and any agencies or instrumentalities and any combination 
of persons herein specified, but ‘person’ shall not include the United States 
or any agency or instrumentality thereof, except in the case of voluntary 
submission to the regulations established by this article. 


“(12) RURAL HEALTH CARE PROVIDER/APPLICANT/HOS- 
PITAL. A provider or applicant or hospital which is designated by the 
United States Government Healthcare Financing Administration as rural. 


“(13) STATE HEALTH PLAN. A comprehensive plan which is 
prepared triennially and reviewed at least annually and revised as necessary 
by the statewide health coordinating council, with the assistance of the State 
Health Planning and Development Agency, and approved by the Governor. 


“The state health plan shall provide for the development of health 
programs and resources to assure that quality health services will be avail-

“(14) STATE HEALTH PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT

or more beds from one category to another within the following bed catego- 
ries: general medical surgical, inpatient psychiatric, inpatient/residential 
alcohol and drug abuse or inpatient rehabilitation beds, or long-term care 
beds including skilled nursing care, intermediate care, transitional care, and 
swing beds. Notwithstanding any provision of this subdivision to the con- 
trary, any health care facility or health maintenance organization in which 
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at least 65 percent of the beds are dedicated or used exclusively for acute 
care services, general medical surgical, or nonspecialized services may re- 
allocate existing beds within the following specialized bed categories: in- 
patient psychiatric, inpatient/residential alcohol and drug rehabilitation beds, 
to acute Care services, or general medical surgical beds without first obtain- 
ing a certificate of need from the SHPDA. 


“(4) Health services proposed to be offered in or through a health 
care facility or health maintenance organization, and which were not of- 
fered on a regular basis in or through such health care facility or health 
maintenance organization within the 12 month period prior to the time such 
services would be offered. Health services, other than those health services 
involving long-term care services, including without limitation, skilled and 
intermediate nursing home care, swing beds services, or transitional care 
services, provided directly by acute care hospitals classified as rural by the 
U.S. Bureau of Census/Office of Management and Budget, United States 
Govemment Health Care Financing Administration or acute care hospitals 
with less than 105 beds that are located over 20 miles from the nearest acute 
health care facility located within Alabama shall not be subject to this sub- 
division but shall be subject to the other subdivisions of this subsection.

WHEREAS, there may be a need for the Legislature to assist the 
efforts of a broad-based Alabama coalition that is seeking to have the Na- 
tional Biomedical Tracer Facility located in the State of Alabama; and

Later that day 
a motion to reconsider was made by Senator Larry Dixon and a motion to 
table was made by Senator Danny Corbett and passed on a vote of 16-13. 


Sam Kelly’s name was offered by the Governor’s office on Febru- 
ary 1, 1994. A motion was made on the third day of March, 1994 by 
Senator Crum Foshee for confirmation of Sam Kelly. Senator Mac Par- 
sons asked if this was the same Sam Kelly that had been in the fumiture 
business in Birmingham Alabama. Senator Foshee responded that he did 
not know if he was one and the same as that Sam Kelly. 


Without further discussion, a vote was taken and Sam Kelly was 
confirmed 17 yeas to 1 nay. 


Later in the day, Senator Larry Dixon made a motion that having 
voted on the prevailing side he would move to reconsider the confirmation 
of Sam Kelly to the Foreign Trade Commission. Senator Dixon stated that 
he had been shown certain court documents that included a court order 
from the Circuit Court of Jefferson County finding Sam Kelly guilty of 
violating deceptive trade practices. Several Senators spoke in defense of 
Sam Kelly including Senator Danny Corbett and Senator Steve Windom. 
Their defense centered around the fact that Sam Kelly had been found guilty 
of only civil fraud and not criminal fraud. 


After having determined that the Sam Kelly that was offered by 
Govemor Jim Folsom is the same Sam Kelly that was adjudicated guilty of 
deceptive trade practices by the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, I would 
like my dissent to be spread upon the Senate Journal. I find Sam Kelly to be 
unfit to serve on the Foreign Trade Commission. Sam Kelly is not typical 
or representative of the average hard working and law abiding citizens of 
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the State of Alabama. I find Sam Kelly’s appointment to be a slap in the 
face to those people that were cheated, mislead and defrauded by Sam Kelly’s 
deceptive advertisements.

man Resources or the designee of the commissioner, the Commissioner of 
the Commission on Aging or the designee of the commissioner, the State 
Health Officer or the designee of the officer; three members of the House of 
Representatives appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives;

SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 570 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To state the legislative intent; to define terms used in the act; to 
designate the Board of Nursing as the sole state authority to establish the 
qualifications necessary for a registered nurse to be certified as a nurse 
practitioner; to authorize the Board of Nursing to adopt rules and regula- 
tions governing the certification of nurse practitioners; to provide that the 
State Board of Medical Examiners shall be the designated authority to regu- 
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late the collaborative practice of a physician and a nurse practitioner; to 
require persons wishing to engage in nurse practitioner practice to be certi- 
fied by the Board of Nursing and obtain the approval of the Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners for a written protocol signed by a qualified collaborating 
physician; to authorize the Board of Medical Examiners to adopt regula- 
tions which gover the collaborative relationship between a physician and a 
nurse practitioner; to authorize the Board of Medical Examiners to adopt 
guidelines for protocols and drug formularies; to authorize nurse practitio- 
ners to prescribe legend drugs; to specify prohibited acts; to establish re- 
quirements for hearings before the Board of Nursing and the Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners; and to authorize the Board of Medical Examiners to seek a 
civil injunction against any person engaged in nurse practitioner practice in 
violation of the act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Legislature of the State of Alabama declares that 
the recognition and regulation of the collaborative practice between licensed 
physicians and nurse practitioners is essential to protect and maintain the 
public health and safety and to alleviate critical shortages in the delivery of 
health care services in the rural areas of the state. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS. The State Board of 
Medical Examiners established pursuant to Section 34-24-53, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. 


(2) BOARD OF NURSING. The Board of Nursing established 
under Section 34-21-2, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(3) COLLABORATION. A formal relationship between a nurse 
practitioner and a physician under which a nurse practitioner may engage 
in nurse practitioner practice as evidenced by a written protocol approved 
in accordance with the requirements of this act. The term collaboration 
does not require direct, on-site supervision of the activities of a nurse prac- 
titioner by the collaborating physician. The term does require such profes- 
sional oversight and direction as may be required by the regulations and 
guidelines of the Board of Medical Examiners. 


(4) LEGEND DRUG. Any drug, medicine, chemical, or poison 
bearing on the label the words, “Caution, Federal Law prohibits dispensing 
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without prescription” or similar words indicating that such drug, medicine, 
chemical, or poison may be sold or dispensed only upon the prescription of 
a licensed medical practitioner, except that the term legend drug shall not 
include any drug, substance, or compound which is listed in Schedules I 
through V of the Alabama Uniform Controlled Substances Act. 


(5) NURSE PRACTITIONER. A registered nurse certified by the 
Board of Nursing to engage in nurse practitioner practice under this act. 


(6) NURSE PRACTITIONER PRACTICE. The provision of pri- 
mary health care services in institutional, occupational, and public and pri- 
vate community settings by a nurse practitioner in accordance with proto- 
cols approved by the Board of Medical Examiners and in collaboration 
with a physician. 


(7) PHYSICIAN OR COLLABORATING PHYSICIAN. A doc- 
tor of medicine or a doctor of osteopathy licensed to practice medicine in 
Alabama who agrees in writing to practice in collaboration with a nurse 
practitioner in accordance with the regulations and guidelines established 
by the Board of Medical Examiners. 


(8) PRESCRIBE OR PRESCRIBING. The act of issuing a writ- 
ten prescription for a legend drug. 


(9) PRESCRIPTION. An order for a legend drug which is written 
and signed by a nurse practitioner authorized to prescribe and administer 
such drugs and which is intended to be filled, compounded, or dispensed by 
a pharmacist. 


(10) PROTOCOL. A document approved by the Board of Medical 
Examiners under this act establishing the permissible functions and activi- 
ties to be performed by a nurse practitioner and which is signed by a col- 
laborating physician. 


Section 3. (a) The Board of Nursing shall be the sole state author- 
ity designated to establish the qualifications necessary for a registered nurse 
to be certified to engage in nurse practitioner practice. The Board of Nurs- 
ing shall certify to the educational qualifications and training of nurse prac- 
titioners by the issuance of a certification of qualification to engage in nurse 
practitioner practice. To be eligible for certification, an applicant shall 
have all of the following qualifications: 


(1) Be currently licensed as a registered nurse in Alabama. 
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(2) Hold a B.S. degree in Nursing prior to enrollment in a nurse 
practitioner program. 


(3) Be a graduate of an organized post-basic program of study and 
clinical experience recognized by the Board of Nursing and the American 
Nurses’ Association, National Association of Pediatric Nurse Practitioners 
and Associates, or Nurses’ Association of the American College of Obste- 
tricians and Gynecologists. 


(4) Hold a current certification as a nurse practitioner in the appro- 
priate area of practice by the American Nurses’ Association, National Board 
of Pediatric Nurse Practitioners and Associates, or Nurses’ Association of 
the American College of Obstetricians and Gynecologists Certification 
Corporation. 


(b) Persons who completed a nurse practitioner program of a mini- 
mum of nine months or one academic year of full-time study prior to Sep- 
tember 27, 1982, in an area for which there does not exist a national nurse 
practitioner certification examination shall be required to pass an examina- 
tion in his or her area of specialty that is administered by a national organi- 
zation recognized by the Board of Nursing. 


(c) The Board of Nursing may adopt rules and regulations estab- 
lishing the procedures for individuals to be certified to engage in nurse 
practitioner practice, grounds for denial or termination of certification, or 
both, and the fees to be paid to the Board of Nursing in connection with an 
application for certification. 


Section 4. (a) The Board of Medical Examiners shall be the sole 
State authority designated to regulate the collaborative practice of a physi- 
cian and a nurse practitioner. No person may engage in nurse practitioner 
practice in this state unless that person possesses a certificate of qualifica- 
tion issued by the Board of Nursing and has obtained the approval of the 
Board of Medical Examiners for a written protocol signed by a qualified 
collaborating physician. The Board of Medical Examiners may establish 
written guidelines which govern the collaborative relationship between a 
physician and a nurse practitioner certified by the Board of Nursing to 
engage in nurse practitioner practice. The regulations shall include, but not 
be limited to, the following subjects: 


(1) Minimum qualifications for physicians who are engaged in col- 
laborative practice with nurse practitioners. 


(2) Requirements for and procedures to obtain the approval of the 
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Board of Medical Examiners for protocols for use by nurse practitioners 
certified to engage in nurse practitioner practice in collaboration with a 
physician. 


(3) Minimum requirements for review of the practice of a nurse 
practitioner by the collaborating physician. 


(4) The number of nurse practitioners who may simultaneously 
engage in collaborative practice with a single physician, and the number of 
physicians who may be simultaneously engaged in collaborative practice 
with a single nurse practitioner. 


(5) Procedures and requirements for referrals of a patient by nurse 
practitioners to a collaborating physician or other physician specialists. 


(6) Fees to be paid by applicants for the approval of protocols. 
(7) Registration requirements for collaborating physicians. 


(b) The Board of Medical Examiners may adopt guidelines for prac- 
tice protocols to be used by nurse practitioners and a formulary of legend 
drugs that may be prescribed by nurse practitioners. The guidelines and 
any and all additions, deletions, corrections, or changes thereto shall not be 
considered a rule or regulation requiring publication under the Alabama 
Administrative Procedure Act. 


Section 5. (a) Nurse practitioners engaged in collaborative practice 
with physicians practicing under protocols approved in the manner pre- 
scribed by this act may prescribe legend drugs to their patients, subject to 
both of the following conditions: 


(1) The drug type, dosage, quantity prescribed, and number of re- 
fills shall be authorized in an approved protocol signed by the collaborating 
physician. 


(2) The drug shall be on the formulary approved under the guide- 
lines of the Board of Medical Examiners. 


(b) Nurse practitioners may administer any legend drug which they 
are authorized to prescribe under the requirements of this section. A nurse 
practitioner may not initiate a call-in prescription in the name of his or her 
collaborating physician for any drug, whether legend drug or controlled 
substance, which the nurse practitioner is not authorized to prescribe under 
the protocol signed by his or her collaborating physician and approved un- 
der this section, unless the drug is specifically ordered for the patient by the 
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physician either in writing or by a verbal order which has been reduced to 
writing and which has been signed by the physician within a time specified 
in the regulations or guidelines of the Board of Medical Examiners. 


Section 6. The following acts shall constitute grounds for the ter- 
mination by the Board of Nursing of a nurse practitioner’s certificate of 
qualification to engage in nurse practitioner practice and for the termina- 
tion of the approval of the Board of Medical Examiners of the collaborative 
practice of a physician and a nurse practitioner, or both: 


(1) Prescribing in violation of this act or the regulations or guide- 
lines of the Board of Medical Examiners. 


(2) For a nurse practitioner to engage in any act or render any 
service not authorized in his or her protocol or for a physician to require or 
to knowingly permit or condone such act. 


(3) Failure on the part of a nurse practitioner to maintain current 
licensure with the Board of Nursing and failure of a physician to maintain 
current licensure with the medical licensure commission. 


(4) The commission of any act by a nurse practitioner which would 
constitute a violation of Section 34-21-25(b) or any act by a physician 
which would constitute a violation of Section 34-24-360. 


Section 7. The Board of Nursing may initiate disciplinary actions 
against a nurse practitioner for violations of Section 6. The Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners may terminate the collaborative practice of a physician and 
a nurse practitioner for violations of Section 6. Before either board takes 
such disciplinary action, it shall give the licensee against whom the action is 
contemplated a notice of the proposed action and an opportunity for a hear- 
ing before the respective board. All hearings shall be governed by the Ala- 
bama Administrative Procedure Act. 


Section 8. No person shall engage in nurse practitioner practice in 
this state unless that person is certified by the Board of Nursing as a nurse 
practitioner and is practicing in collaboration with a physician following 
protocols which have been approved by the Board of Medical Examiners in 
accordance with this act. The Board of Medical Examiners, in addition to 
the powers and duties otherwise expressed in this act, may commence and 
maintain in its own name in any circuit court having jurisdiction of any 
person within this state who is unlawfully engaging in nurse practitioner 
practice, an action in the nature of quo warranto as provided for in Section 
6-6-590, et seq., Code of Alabama 1975, to order the person to cease and 
desist from continuing to engage in nurse practitioner practice within the 
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State of Alabama, and jurisdiction is conferred upon the circuit courts of 
this state to hear and determine all such cases. The board may commence 
and maintain such action without the filing of bond or security and without 
the order or direction of a circuit judge. An injunction shall be issued upon 
proof that the person is now or has in the past engaged in nurse practitioner 
practice in violation of this act without requiring proof of actual damage 
sustained by any person. In any case of violation of any injunction issued 
under this section, the court or any judge thereof may summarily try, and 
punish the offender for contempt of court. Injunctive proceedings as autho- 
rized in this section shall be in addition to and not in lieu of all penalties and 
other remedies prescribed by law. 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Section 9. (a) There is established a nurse practitioner advisory 
board to the Board of Medical Examiners. The purpose of the advisory 
board is to provide advice and recommendations to the Board of Medical 
Examiners concerning all aspects of nurse practitioner practice and the col- 
laborative relationship between a physician and a nurse practitioner. The 
Board of Medical Examiners shall provide a copy of any proposed regula- 
tion or guideline pertaining to or regulating nurse practitioner practice to 
the nurse practitioner advisory board for their advice and recommenda- 
tions. The advisory board shall submit to the Board of Medical Examiners 
any recommendations within 90 days from the date that the regulation or 
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guideline is submitted to the advisory board. If no recommendation is sub- 
mitted to the Board of Medical Examiners within 90 days, then the regula- 
tion or guideline is deemed approved. Prior to the final approval of the rule 
or guideline, the Board of Medical Examiners shall receive and consider 
but not be bound by a recommendation of the advisory board. 


(b) The advisory board shall consist of three nurses appointed by 
the Board of Nursing and three physicians appointed by the Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners. Each member shall be appointed for a term of three years 
and shall not serve more than two successive three year terms. In order to 
Stagger the terms of office, the Board of Nursing and the Board of Medical 
Examiners shall each appoint to the initial advisory board one member for 
a term of one year, one member for a term of two years, and one member for 
aterm of three years. If a vacancy occurs on the advisory board, a succes- 
sor will be appointed to serve the unexpired term. The advisory board shall 
select one of its members to serve as chairperson for a one year term. The 
office of chairperson shall alternate annually between a physician member 
of the advisory board and a nurse member of the advisory board. The 
board shall meet annually, or more frequently if requested by the Board of 
Medical Examiners. Members of the advisory board shall receive per diem 
at a rate of one hundred dollars ($100) per day or any portion thereof that 
the advisory board member attends an official meeting or function of the 
advisory board and in addition shall receive reimbursement for subsistence 
and travel in accordance with state law for each day actively engaged in the 
duties of their office. The Board of Medical Examiners shall pay the per 
diem and expenses of the members of the advisory board and shall furnish 
necessary clerical and administrative support for the operation of the advi- 
sory board.

The purpose of 
the nurse practitioner council is to provide advice and recommendations to 
the Board of Medical Examiners and the Board of Nursing conceming all 
aspects of nurse practitioner practice and the collaborative relationship be- 
tween a physician and a nurse practitioner. The nurse practitioner council 
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shall be administered jointly by the Board of Medical Examiners and the 
Board of Nursing. The Board of Medical Examiners shall provide a copy 
of any proposed regulation or guideline pertaining to or regulating nurse 
practitioner practice to the nurse practitioner council for their advice and 
recommendations. The nurse practitioner council shall submit to the Board 
of Medical Examiners any recommendations within 90 days from the date 
that the regulation or guideline is submitted to the nurse practitioner coun- 
cil.

(1) Alabama has been blessed with an abundant supply of coal, oil, 
and natural gas, and the efficient use of these nonrenewable resources pro- 
motes economic security for future generations. 


(2) In consideration of Alabama’s significance as a growing do- 
mestic energy-producing state, with resulting revenue and economic devel- 
opment benefits to the state, this policy will, to the maximum extent pos- 
sible, maintain, strengthen, promote, and enhance the vital future of the 
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coal, oil, natural gas, and coal bed methane industries in Alabama. 


(3) Currently over 50 percent of the oil consumed in the United 
States is imported and projections indicate this figure will rise as domestic 
production continues to decline. 


(4) If developed, marketed, and used properly, domestic alterna- 
tives to imported oil can be an important asset to our national energy secu- 
rity, while creating jobs for Alabamians. 


(5) Encouraging the use of alternative fuels for transportation can 
make some of our most plentiful and accessible natural resources a potent 
counterweight to our huge trade deficit, over half of which is attributable to 
imported oil. 


(6) It is in the best long-term economic interest of the State of Ala- 
bama to encourage the development of alternative fuel vehicles. 


(7) Alabama has approximately 23,400,000,000 (23.4 billion) tons 
of remaining identified coal resources. 


(8) Alabama ranks twelfth in coal production among coal-produc- 
ing states in the United States. 


(9) Due to limitations of current technology only about 25 percent 
of Alabama coal resources are economically recoverable. 


(10) It is in the best interest of this state to have a comprehensive 
state energy policy that maximizes efficient energy use and minimizes the 
cost of energy throughout the state. 


(11) It is in the best long-term economic interest of the State of 
Alabama to encourage the development of the vast energy reserves of Ala- 
bama. 


Section 3. It is the policy of this state to do all of the following: 
(1) Have a comprehensive state energy plan that maximizes to the 
extent practical; cost effective energy, energy efficiency, and environmental 


quality. 


(2) Promote long-term access to adequate and reliable energy sup- 
plies at the lowest practical economic and environmental cost. 
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(3) Promote demand-side options wherever economically and envi- 
ronmentally practical. 


(4) Encourage the development and use of indigenous and renew- 
able energy resources. 


(5) Minimize energy vulnerability to international events. 


(6) Ensure that short-term fiscal decisions are made consistent with 
long-range energy policies. 


(7) Ensure that state government is organized appropriately to handle 
energy matters in the best public interest. 


Section 4. The following definitions shall have the following mean- 
ings unless the context clearly indicates otherwise. 


(1) ALTERNATIVE FUEL VEHICLE. A vehicle dedicated or 
capable of using alternative fuels for its propulsion. 


(2) ALTERNATIVE FUELS. Methanol, denatured ethanol, and 
other alcohols; mixtures containing 85 percent or more by volume of metha- 
nol, denatured ethanol, and other alcohols with gasoline or other fuels; natural 
gas including compressed natural gas (CNG), and liquefied natural gas 
(LNG); liquefied petroleum gas (LPG); hydrogen; coal-derived liquid fu- 
els; fuels (other than alcohol) derived from biological materials; electricity 
(including electricity from solar energy). 


(3) DEPARTMENT. The Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs. 


(4) DIVISION. The Science, Technology, and Energy Division of 
the Department of Economic and Community Affairs. 


(5) DUAL-FUEL VEHICLE. A motor vehicle that is capable of 
operating on alternative fuel and is also capable of operating on gasoline or 
diesel fuel. 


(6) ELECTRIC VEHICLE. A vehicle that is propelled completely 
and exclusively by electric power. 


(7) ENERGY POLICY ACT. The Federal Energy Policy Act of 
1992, Public Law 102-486, October 24, 1992, 106 Stat. 2776. 


(8) FLEET VEHICLES. Vehicles not classified as a light duty 
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motor vehicle and have a gross vehicle weight rating not to exceed 50,000 
pounds, and which are owned or operated by any person authorized to con- 
duct business in the state. 


(9) LIGHT DUTY MOTOR VEHICLE. Any light duty truck or 
light duty motor vehicle as such term is defined under section 216(7) of the 
Clean Air Act [42 U.S.C. 7550(7)], of less than or equal to 8,500 pounds 
gross vehicle weight rating. 


(10) COMMITTEE. The Alabama Energy Advisory Committee. 


(11) PLAN. The State Energy Plan developed and implemented by 
the division. 


(12) TELECOMMUTING. Occasionally bringing work to the 
worker over telecommunications facilities either at home or at another al- 
ternative work location. 


Section 5. The division shall prepare and implement a well-bal- 
anced energy plan to increase the efficient use of all energy sources throughout 
Alabama. 


Section 6. In carrying out the purposes of the policy, the division 
shall do all of the following: 


(1) Provide informational and technical assistance programs to pro- 
mote residential, commercial, governmental, industrial, and transportation 
energy efficiency and to encourage the use of renewable and indigenous 
energy resources. 


(2) Promote continued and expanded energy research and develop- 
ment programs designed to encourage the efficient use of the energy re- 
sources of the state. 


(3) Examine and consider the desirability and feasibility of mecha- 
nisms for tax incentives, low-interest loans, and other financing means for 
cost-effective energy efficiency practices and use of renewable and indig- 
enous energy resources, and advocate their implementation when deemed 
appropriate. 


(4) Promote the adoption and use of energy efficient building codes 
and certification procedures for builders. 


(5) Promote the development and use of alternative fuel vehicles, 
mass transit, telecommuting, and more energy efficient vehicles. 
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(6) Assist other state agencies in establishing comprehensive en- 
ergy efficient plans, and assist the State Department of Education in pro- 
moting energy efficiency. 


(7) Assist the Governor’s Office and the Legislature in assessing 
the public interest on issues related to energy production, transportation, 
and use and provide information in the public interest in appropriate fo- 
rums. 


(8) Provide appropriate financial incentive guidelines to encourage 
state agencies to reinvest energy cost savings into additional cost-effective 
energy efficiency actions. 


Section 7. The division shall submit annually to the Governor and 
the Legislature a report detailing the implementation and effectiveness of 
the state energy plan that includes, but is not limited to the following: 


(1) Progress made by the division to carry out the plan. 


(2) Recommendations for long-term quantitative and qualitative 
energy goals for the residential, commercial, industrial, transportation, gov- 
ernmental, and utility sectors, and measures of progress for these goals. 


(3) Identification of obstacles to efficiency for which legislative, 
regulatory, or other govemmental remedies are appropriate. 


(4) Revisions in the plan made by the division. 


Section 8. (a) There is established the Alabama Energy Advisory 
Committee, which shall serve in an advisory capacity to the division. The 
committee shall be composed of 17 members. Nine members shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, four members shall be appointed by the presiding 
officer of the Senate, and four members shall be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House. 


(b) In addition to the appointed members, the Commissioner of the 
Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, the Director 
of the Alabama Department of Environmental Management, the President 
of the Public Service Commission, and the Director (State Geologist) of the 
Geological Survey of Alabama shall serve as ex officio, non-voting, techni- 
cal advisors to the committee. 


(c) The committee shall annually select from among its members a 
chair and vice chair. 
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(d) The chair of the committee shall appoint sub-committees in the 
areas of oil, gas, coal, and renewable energy to study methods to improve 
the development of Alabama’s energy resources. The subcommittees shall 
report their findings to the division and to the Permanent Oil and Gas Study 
Committee and the Senate Energy and Natural Resources Committee. 


(e) The committee shall meet at least semi-annually at the call of 
the chair or at the request of at least six members to receive information on 
the activities of the division and the formulation and implementation of the 
State Energy Plan. It may comment and advise on the activities of the divi- 
sion and the energy plan as considered appropriate by members of the com- 
mittee. The division may seek advice and guidance from the committee as 
considered appropriate. Members shall adopt rules governing meeting at- 
tendance and abide by these rules. 


Section 9. Where possible, the division shall encourage programs 
in state government related to energy, energy efficiency, and energy reliabil- 


ity. 


Section 10. The State Building Commission shall adopt energy 
efficient code standards for state-owned and leased buildings, including 
public school buildings. The division shall adopt energy efficient code stan- 
dards for residential and commercial buildings. 


Section 11. (a) At least 45 days prior to the beginning of every 
fiscal year, each state agency and public school district shall submit for 
approval to the division an energy efficiency plan. 


(b) Each state agency and public school district shall submit peri- 
odic energy efficiency reports in the manner and at those times as required 
by the department. 


(c) Each public school district and the State Department of Educa- 
tion shall submit to the division and each state agency shall include in its 
annual budget requests to the Legislature: 


(1) Activities which have been undertaken to implement the sub- 
mitting agency’s energy efficiency plan. 


(2) Progress made in achieving its energy efficiency goals. 


(d) The division shall compile the reports submitted pursuant to 
subsections (b) and (c), to the Legislature on the first legislative day of each 
Regular Session of the Legislature. The division shall provide suggested 
formats for plans and goals to be submitted pursuant to subsection (a), 
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reporting forms for reports required by subsection (b), and all technical 
assistance necessary for state agencies and school districts to satisfy the 
requirements of these subsections. 


Section 12. No state department, agency, or Public Institution of 
Higher Education budget, shall be reduced by any amount of money saved 
through energy efficiency measures, until the fiscal year beginning October 
1, 2004. 


Section 13. (a) There is established the State Energy Efficiency 
Revolving Loan Fund. The fund shall lend money to agencies of the State of 
Alabama for the use in financing the purchase of energy efficiency products 
and measures. The fund shall be governed by a board of three trustees 
which shall be appointed by the Governor. The trustees shall serve terms of 
three years each, except that the first trustee appointed shall serve an initial 
term of five years and shall be chair of the board of trustees for an initial 
period of one year. Thereafter the trustees shall select a chair from their 
membership. The second trustee appointed shall serve an initial term of 
four years. The trustees shall not be employed by any agency of the State of 
Alabama during their term of service. Trustees of the fund shall serve until 
their successor is appointed by the Governor. A trustee may not succeed 
himself or herself on the board but shall instead vacate the board at least 
three years before being eligible for reappointment to the board. The divi- 
sion shall establish a mechanism and criteria for the operation of the fund 
and shall provide clerical and research assistance to the trustees of the fund. 
The trustees shall adopt rules governing the operation of the fund. The 
trustees shall meet on a quarterly basis. The fund may provide initial capi- 
tal for loans received from legislative appropriations, grants, and other public 
and private donations. Repayment of loans made from the fund may be 
made directly from the savings realized in the energy budget of the govern- 
mental entity. 


(b) There is established the Local Energy Efficiency Revolving Loan 
Fund. The fund shall lend money to governmental entities of counties and 
municipalities of the State of Alabama for the use in financing the purchase 
of energy efficiency products and measures. The fund shall be governed by 
a board of four trustees which shall be appointed as follows: 

(1) Two trustees shall be appointed by the Governor. 


(2) One trustee shall be appointed by the presiding officer of the 
Senate. 


(3) One trustee shall be appointed by the Speaker of the House. 


The trustees shall serve terms of three years each, except that the first trustee 
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appointed by the Govemor shall serve an initial term of five years and shall 
be chair of the board of trustees for an initial period of one year. The 
second trustee appointed by the Govemor shall serve an initial term of four 
years. Thereafter, the trustees shall select a chair from their membership. 
Trustees of the fund shall serve until their successors are appointed by their 
appointing authority. A trustee shall not serve successive terms. A person 
shall not be a member on the board at least three years before being eligible 
for reappointment to the board. The division shall establish a mechanism 
and criteria for the operation of the fund and shall provide clerical and 
research assistance to the trustees of the fund. The trustees shall meet on a 
quarterly basis. The fund may provide initial capital for loans received 
from legislative appropriations, grants, and other public and private dona- 
tions. Repayment of loans made from the fund may be made directly from 
the savings realized in the energy budget of the govemmental entity. 


Section 14. (a) A state department or agency may enter into lease 
purchase agreements for a duration of more than one year with vendors/ 
contractors of energy efficiency products and utility companies. State de- 
partments and agencies shall not be required to include such contracts in 
their disclaimer statement to the Legislature. Payment is allowed from sav- 
ings realized in the agency utility budget. 


(b) Purchases under the state purchasing code for energy-using goods 
and facilities shall be procured through competitive bid as required by law 
with life cycle cost criteria stated as an evaluation factor that shall be ad- 
dressed in a proposal. 


Section 15. (a) A state department or agency may enter into guar- 
anteed energy savings contracts for a duration of more than one year with 
vendors of guaranteed energy savings programs. No disclaimer clause shall 
be required in these contracts. Repayment may be made from savings on 
the department or agency utility budget. 


(b) A guaranteed energy savings contract may be awarded if it in- 
cludes a written guarantee that energy cost savings will meet or exceed the 
cost of energy efficiency measures. 


(c) For purposes of this section, “guaranteed energy savings con- 
tract” means a contract for the evaluation and recommendation of energy 
efficiency measures and for implementation of one or more of these mea- 
sures. The contract shall provide that all payments, except obligations on 
termination of the contract before its expiration, shall be made over time 
and the energy cost savings resulting from implementation of the energy 
efficiency measures may be used to make payments for the energy effi- 
ciency systems installed pursuant to guaranteed energy savings contracts. 
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(d) For purposes of this section “energy efficiency measure” means 
a training program or facility alteration, designed to reduce energy-con- 
sumption or operation costs, including, but not limited to: 


(1) Insulation of the building structure or systems within the build- 
ing. 


(2) Storm windows or doors, caulking or weatherstripping, 
multiglazed windows or doors, heat absorbing or heat reflective glazed and 
coated window or door systems, additional glazing, reductions in glass area, 
or other window and door system modifications that reduce energy con- 
sumption. 


(3) Automated or computerized energy control systems. 


(4) Heating, ventilating, or air conditioning system modifications 
or replacements. 


(5) Replacement or modification of lighting fixtures to increase the 
energy efficiency of the lighting system without increasing or decreasing 
the overall illumination of a facility, unless an increase in illumination is 
necessary to conform to the applicable state or local building code for the 
lighting system after the proposed modifications are made. 


(6) Energy recovery systems. 


(7) Cogeneration systems that produce steam or forms of energy 
such as heat, as well as electricity, for use primarily within a building or 
complex of buildings. 


(8) Energy efficiency measures that provide long-term operating 
cost reductions. 


Section 16. (a) The division shall assist the Finance Department, 
and the State Purchasing Division, by identifying, and compiling a list of 
products and services which are energy efficient and for which the state can 
achieve long-term savings through consideration of life cycle costs. Upon 
request of a state department or agency, the division shall provide assis- 
tance in evaluating bids or offers received in response to the solicitation to 
ensure that purchases are made in accordance with the purposes and poli- 
cies of this article. 


(b) The division shall assist governmental agencies by drafting en- 
ergy efficiency standards to be applied in the design and construction of 
buildings that are owned or lease-purchased by these governmental agen- 
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cies. Before any construction contracts are bid, the agency soliciting the 
bids shall review the plans and specifications to ensure that they are in 
compliance with the standards established by the division. The division 
shall provide assistance in reviewing these plans and specifications upon 
the request of any affected governmental agency or any purchasing divi- 
sions of the State Finance Department. 


(c) The division shall provide the information to be used in evaluat- 
ing energy costs for buildings or positions of buildings proposed to be leased 
by state departments or agencies. The information provided shall be con- 
sidered with the other criteria provided by law by a department or agency 
before entering into a real property lease. 


Section 17. (a) There is established the “Alabama Alternative Fuel 
Vehicle Incentive Program” for purposes of encouraging the development 
of alternative fuel vehicles, the establishment of an infrastructure for the 
fueling of alternative fuel vehicles, and the purchase and use of alternative 
fuel vehicles by both governmental entities and the private sector. 


(b) Not later than one year after the date of enactment of this act, 
the division, in cooperation with appropriate state, federal, and other au- 
thorities, shall establish a data collection program to be conducted within 
the State of Alabama for the purpose of collecting data which would be 
useful to persons seeking to manufacture, convert, sell, own, or operate 
alternative fueled vehicles or altemative fueling facilities. The division 
shall consult with interested parties to determine the types of data to be 
collected and analyzed under this section. 


(c) The division shall include in its annual report required pursuant 
to Section 5 of this act guidelines and recommendations for a Comprehen- 
sive State Incentive Program designed to accelerate the introduction and 
use of alternative fuel vehicles in the State of Alabama. 


(d) The division shall, within 12 months after the date of enactment 
of this act, submit to the Secretary of the United States Department of En- 
ergy a “State Plan” as outlined in Section 409 of the Energy Policy Act (42 
USC 13235) designed to result in scheduled progress toward, and achieve- 
ment of, the goal of introducing substantial numbers of alternative fuel ve- 
hicles into the State of Alabama by the year 2000. 


(e) There is established the “Alternative Fuel Vehicle Investment 
Tax Credit” for purposes of providing Alabama taxpayers financial incen- 
tives to purchase Alternative Fuel Vehicles. Any person, firm, corporation, 
or other entity which purchases a light duty motor vehicle or fleet vehicle 
designed to operate as an alternative fuel vehicle is entitled to a tax credit on 
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their Alabama State Income Tax Retum of the following: 
(1) 40 percent the first year of ownership, 
(2) 35 percent the second year of ownership, 
(3) 20 percent the third year of ownership, 


(4) five percent the fourth year of ownership, of the difference in 
the purchase cost in the altemative fuel vehicle purchased and the compa- 
rable cost of the vehicle powered solely by gasoline or diesel fuel, or of the 
difference in the cost of equipment and labor paid by the owner of a vehicle 
to have the vehicle converted to operate as an alternative fuel vehicle and 
the comparable cost of the vehicle powered by gasoline or diesel fuel. In the 
event the tax liability of the purchaser is less than the amount of the tax 
credit, the remaining portion of the tax credit will be carried forward until 
used. Any amount paid by the original purchaser of a light duty motor 
vehicle or fleet vehicle which operates as an alternative fuel vehicle in ex- 
cess of the amount which would be paid for the purchased vehicle if pow- 
ered solely by gasoline or diesel fuel shall be exempt from all state and local 
sales taxes. Any amount paid for equipment and labor used to convert a 
light duty motor vehicle or fleet vehicle to an alternative fuel vehicle by the 
original converter of the vehicle shall be exempt from all state and local 
sales taxes. To be eligible for the provisions of this section, the alternative 
fuel vehicle shall be in compliance with the Clean Air Act Amendment of 
1990, meet appropriate federal state emission standards, and must be pur- 
chased prior to December 31, 1998. The Department of Revenue shall 
make available to the public necessary forms for the claiming of the tax 
credit or tax exemption. 


Section 18. To encourage the investment of private capital in en- 
ergy research and development initiatives which would not otherwise be 
made because of the risk of the investment, there is established the “Ala- 
bama Energy Research and Development Investment Incentive.”” Any per- 
son, firm, corporation, or other entity, investing, in a Public or Private Part- 
nership in furtherance of energy research and development in the State of 
Alabama during the years 1994, 1995, 1996, and 1997 shall be eligible to 
claim an investment tax credit on their Alabama State income tax return as 
follows: 


(1) 35 percent for the first year and 
(2) 15 percent for the second year, of money invested in the part- 


nership. To be eligible for the provisions of this section the division must 
certify, in advance, that the project is desirable and would not be economi- 
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cally feasible in the absence of the tax credit. The person, firm, corpora- 
tion, or other entity claiming this credit shall attach a copy of the above 
described division certification to their Alabama state income tax return. In 
the event the tax liability of the investor is less than the amount of the tax 
credit, the remaining portion of the tax credit will be carried forward until 
used. The provisions of this section shall expire on December 31, 1998. 


Section 19. The division shall encourage the development and use 
of advanced coal technologies in the State of Alabama. 


Section 20. There is established the “Alabama Center for Energy 
Research Committee” for purposes of determining the feasibility of locat- 
ing a major energy research and development facility in the State of Ala- 
bama. The committee shall consist of the following: The members of the 
Permanent Oil and Gas Joint Study Committee and the members of the 
Senate Energy and Natural Resources Committee. The members of the 
committee shall select a chair from their membership and shall meet with 
interested parties to determine the feasibility of locating a major energy 
research and development facility in the State of Alabama. The committee 
shall first meet within 30 days of the passage of this act at the call of the 
Chair of the Permanent Oil and Gas Joint Study Committee. The committee 
shall report its findings to the Legislature on the first day of the 1995 Regu- 
lar Session of the Legislature. 


Section 21. The tax credits established pursuant to Section 17 and 
Section 19 of this act shall be implemented for tax year beginning January 
1, 1994 and all tax years thereafter. 


Section 22. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

8.570. — To state the legislative intent; to define terms used in 
the act; to designate the Board of Nursing as the sole state authority to 
establish the qualifications necessary for a registered nurse to be certified 
as a nurse practitioner; to authorize the Board of Nursing to adopt rules and 
regulations governing the certification of nurse practitioners; to provide 
that the State Board of Medical Examiners shall be the designated authority 
to regulate the collaborative practice of a physician and one or more nurse 
practitioners; to require persons wishing to engage in nurse practitioner 
practice to be certified by the Board of Nursing and obtain the approval of 
the Board of Medical Examiners for a written protocol signed by a quali-

The House has passed the following Senate Bills and returns same 
herewith to the Senate:

WHEREAS, since the early years of the Civil Rights Movement in 
our nation’s history, Mr. Reese has played a vital role in every major ac- 
complishment for Blacks in the Selma-Dallas County community and, most 
particularly, during the Voting Rights Movement in Selma in 1965, when he 
served as president of the Dallas County Voters League, was “Selma Local 
Leader,” and staged the first demonstration of Black teachers in the United 
States for the Right-to-Vote; and 


WHEREAS, Frederick Douglas Reese, a prominent educator and 
civic leader, currently serves as Administrative Assistant to the Superinten- 
dent of Education, and as pastor of Ebenezer Baptist Church in Selma; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Reese has indeed challenged injustice wherever 
he has found it, and has directed numerous protests and demonstrations 
against all forms of discrimination, including many with Dr. Martin Luther 
King; he fought vigorously for the establishment of an Economic Opportu- 
nity Agency in Dallas County with equal representation, and against the 
“all white” Dallas County Democratic Executive Committee, and was in- 
strumental in changing employment practices to include the hiring of the 
first Black director of the Neighborhood Service Center, the first Black 
policeman, and the first Black deputy in the Sheriff’s Department, to name 
but a few of his accomplishments; and 


WHEREAS, among other distinctions, Mr. Reese was one of the 
first Black men since Reconstruction to run for public office in Dallas County, 
and was one of the first to serve on the Selma City Council; and

WHEREAS, for more than 10 generations, the Mowa Band of 
Choctaw Indians has been a group of about 7,000 people living in South- 
west Alabama within the original boundary of the Choctaw Nation; and 


WHEREAS, the name “MOWA’” is a recent derivation from the 
first two letters of Mobile and Washington Counties in Alabama denoting 
ancestors of the Choctaw Indians who established the community during 
the 1800’s, just prior to the removal of the Indians from the State of Ala- 
bama; and 


WHEREAS, the MOWA band refused to migrate from their home- 
land during the infamous “Trail of Tears” and in 1978, they were officially 
recognized by the State of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, for over 200 years, the Mowa Choctaws have lived in 
the same area, which has been identified as a prehistoric Indian site by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers prior to the construction of the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee Waterway; and 


WHEREAS, the Mowa people have been taxpayers, voted, and 
served their country from the Civil War through the Persian Gulf War; and 


WHEREAS, since the 1800’s, the ancestors of today’s Mowa Band 
have consistently sought recognition as an Indian Tribe each time the U.S. 
Government opened the rolls for federal recognition; they have sought rec- 
ognition with the Eastern Choctaw in 1887, the Eastern Cherokees in 1907, 
and the Creeks in the 1950’s; and

To authorize Class IV municipalities organized in accordance with 
Section 11-44B-1, et seq., Code of Alabama 1975, to annex unincorporated 
territory which has been enclosed within the corporate limits of the munici- 
pality for one (1) year or more, and prescribing procedures for the annex- 
ation of the unincorporated territory. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Any Class IV incorporated municipality in this state 
organized in accordance with Section 11-44B-1, et seq., Code of Alabama 
1975, shall have the following power and authority: 


(a) To annex all or any portion of any unincorporated territory or 
any unincorporated territories which are enclosed within the corporate lim- 
its of the municipality and have been so enclosed for a period of one (1) 
year or more on the effective date of this act. The municipality shall adopt 
an ordinance finding and declaring that the unincorporated territory or un- 
incorporated territories set forth and described therein is enclosed within 
the existing corporate limits of the municipality and has been so enclosed 
for a period of one (1) year or more on the effective date of this act and that 
the annexation of the unincorporated territory or unincorporated territories 
is in the best interest of the public good and welfare of the municipality. 
Annexation of the unincorporated territory or unincorporated territories 
described in the ordinance shall be effective following the adoption and the 
publication thereof as required by law, and the filing of a copy of the ordi- 
nance, together with a map of the territory or territories annexed in the 
office of the judge of probate of the county or counties where the annexed 
territory is located. 


(b) To annex all or any portion of any unincorporated territory or 
any unincorporated territories which become enclosed within the corporate 
limits of the municipality and have been so enclosed for a period of one (1) 
year or more. The municipality shall adopt an ordinance finding and de- 
claring that the unincorporated territory or unincorporated territories set 
forth and described therein is enclosed within the corporate limits of the 
municipality and has been so enclosed for a period of one (1) year or more 
on the date of the adoption of said ordinance and that the annexation of the 
unincorporated territory or unincorporated territories is in the best interest 
of the public good and welfare of the municipality. Annexation of the unin-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the sunset com- 
mittee recommends the continuance of the State Oil and Gas Board until 
October 1, 1996, with the additional recommendation for statutory change 
of the board as described in Section 3. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the State Oil and Gas 
Board, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 9-17-1 to 9-17-33, 
inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued until October 1, 1996. 


Section 3. Section 9-17-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“§9-17-3. 


“(a) There is hereby created and established a board, to be known 
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as the state oil and gas board, to be composed of three members to be 
appointed by the governor for terms of the following duration: one member 
for a term of two years; one member for a term of four years; and one 
member for a term of six years. At the expiration of the term for which 
each of the original appointments is made, each successor member shall be 
appointed for a term of six years; and, in the event of a vacancy, the gover- 
nor shall by appointment fill such unexpired term. Each member shall be 
eligible for reappointment at the discretion of the governor. Each member 
of the board shall be a resident of the state of Alabama and shall be a 
qualified voter therein. Each member shall qualify by taking an oath of 
office and shall hold office until his successor is appointed and qualified. 
The board shall elect from its number a chairman. The board shall meet or 
hold hearings at such times and places as may be found by the board to be 
necessary to carry out its duties. Each member of the board shall receive as 
compensation for his services an annual salary of $3,600.00 and, in addi- 
tion thereto, each member shall be entitled to a travel and office expense 
allowance of $500.00 per month. The compensation and travel and office 
expense allowance as above set forth shall be paid from the oil and gas 
fund.
